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PREFACE. 


Tar Translations from the Peking Gazette, which are now issued as the 
sixth annual series of this publication, cover a period of grave interest in 
the affairs of China. Whilst the previons year's history was marked by 
the danger of foreign complications, and the, various episodes of the 
enquiry into the Yiianan ontmge and the consequent negotiations xt 
Chefoo, the year 1877 has found the Chinese Government preocenpied 
with questions relating to a famine of almost unprecedented severity and 
magnitude, in view of which » ponding campaign, undertaken for the 
reconquest of its lost territories in Central Asia, has beon regarded as 
almost of secondary importance. On both these subjects the abstracts 
now pnblished, and rendered accessible to reference by means of the Index 
which has constituted, for the last four years, a portion of the work 
undertaken, copious particulars will be found assembled in the present 
volume, A third topic which is known to have engaged the attention of 
the Chinese Government during the past year, to wit, the deprivation of 
a foreign power of its control of the supply of opinm, is but incidentally 
referred to in the ensaing pages. The memoris] on the opium question 
submitted by the envoy to Great Britain, Kuo Sang-tao, and the Imperial 
decres issued thereupon in reply, which have been allowed to gain 
publicity through the Press, have not appeared in the Peking Gazette ; 
and tho only indication of the movement in progress beneath the surface 
of affairs is given in the denunciation, published in Decomber, of certain 
officials singled out for punishment by the Governor-General Shén, 

Tt may be nsefal, in this connection, to offer here a correction of 8 
misstatement respecting the practice of the Chinese Government in the 
matter of publicity, which recent notice of these translations shews to 
prevail. in even exceptionally enlightened quarters. Nothing could be 
forther from the truth than the assertion that the Chiness Government 
publishes every memorial or decree relating to its acts in the official 
Gazette. Government on such terms would, indeed, be practically 
impossible; and what the Gazeiée contains is » reproduction of euch 
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documents, only, as are judged necessary for the information of a certain 
number or all of the provincial governments. Even among these 
published documents, however, the European reader is continually startled 
by finding revelations of corruption and inefficieney, nob only brought 
forward as charges hy Consors whose business it is to find fault and who 
aro exempt from tho nocossity of substantiating their averments, but 
actually admitted in Imperial decroes. In these, a degree of turpitnde is 
constantly avowed, such as could not prevail in any other country 
without precipitating a revolation, or without carrying with the confession 
of their existence the death-warrant of a aystem producing auch results. 
In China it is otherwise, Contentment with their own condition, the 
prodnet partly of ignoraneo nnd partly of tho training deliberately pursued 
for many centaries past, is the distinguishing feature of the Chinese 
people; and no thought of change or improvement is suggested by tho 
history of administeative ineptitude and corruption which is periodically 
lamented, in well-worn phases, by the Sovereign and his Ministers in 
choras. Numerons instances of this description will be found, as useal, 
inthe present volame, and its pages contain, in addition, a series of 
records, valnable for the light Uy throw npon the acts and motives of 
the Chinese Goverminent and the daily life of the functionaries composing 
it, A evaviction of the usefulness of sich materials, to the futuro 
historian ay well as to the student of the present day, has encoumged the

Tho stops teken in 
this ct have already been reported 
tothe Throne. Since this was done, the 
‘Magistrate of the Chiang-chow district, 
acting in concert with the Magistrates of 
the ‘Kin-kwai and other districts, has 
effected the arrest of Hit A-Pao and his 
wife Hil Sii-she, who were declared in the 
confession of Féng A-T’u, the man already 
exeonied, to have imparted to him the 
words of the incantation used and te have 
sippliod him with the ‘paper mau.” These 
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prisoners having been forwarded toSoochow, 
they ware delivered to tho Prefect for 
trial ; but conscious of tho gravity of their 
‘offence, the statements to which they de- 
ed were most stubbornly evasive. Upon. 
this, undor the Governor's directions, the 
Prefect of Soochow, Li Ming-yiian, with 
the District Magistrates and other ofticora 
acting under his orders, subjected the 
prisoners to repeated interrogations, con- 
tinued without intermission even by night, 
insuituting rigorous and searching enguity 
in an unprejudiced spirit; as a result of 
which the woman Hi Si-she at length 
made the following confession. She ac- 
knowledged having met a man whose name 
she did not know, and whose mannor of 
specch was that of & person from distant 
parts, Who gave her some foreign money 
and taught her the words of an incantation: 
fand how to send off the * paper men ” to 
and crush people. She told this to her 
fusband, Ha "A-Pao; and he, animated 
by. the desize of gain, having’ agroed to 
make use of the incantation and send off 
the ‘paper men,” communicated the secret, 
to their acquaintance Féng A-T’u, They 
communicated it to no one else beside 
On the woman being confronted with Hiz 
A-Pao, he made full confession to the samo 
effect ; and after it had been established by 
thrica repeated intorrogatorias that the 
confessions were truthful and the prisoners 
identified beyond doubt, the Provincial 
Judge, Léh Fang-k'i, caused them to bo 
brought before himself and verified the 
proceedings by personal examinaiion. Om 
reosiving his report, accompanied by a 
‘copy of the evidence taken, the Governor 
arrived at tho conclusion that, in having 
‘been 20 bold as to follow the advice of an 
adopt in unholy arta, in practising inoanta- 
tions, sonding forth ‘tho paper-men’ to act 
ineubi, ‘communicating 
the steret to others, the guilt of the two 
prisoners is such. as death can baroly 
expiate. Their public execution epuld not 
with propriety be for an instant delayed. 
He gave orders forthwith to the Provincial 
Judge, directing him to cause Hi A-Pso 
andthe woman Hii Sii-she to be subjected 
together to the extreme penalty of the law, 
ea a caite se heatt ‘Hii A-] Lair 
bite ona pole as a-salutary warning.

istrict in Chihli, passing down by Ch'ang- 
Filan, and thenoe a8 far as the thirteen-lista- 
ion (shih-san li P'u)in the K’ao-ch’éng dis- 
trict in Honan, a distance of between 70 and 
801i, there is no embankment whatever, no 
connection being established with the dis- 
tricts in Ts'a0-chow Fu on the lover course 
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of the river. This section is of extreme 
importance, and the labour upon it admits 
of no delay. When, in past years, the 
breach at How Kia Lin wat repaired, drend

The inhabitants of Honan and Nganhwei, 
not yet having actually experienced the 
effecis of the threstened danger, are callous 
two the possible consequences ; and even the 
people of Kinngwu, though they have known 
what itis to suffer, are too remote from tho 
spot, te fel any ative interest, “It is only

Observing tha: the civil ad- 
ministration in the province of Fuhkien has 
lapsed ints a condition of vicious routina, 
‘one contequance of which is that unsen- 
tenced criminals and other parties to 
judicial cases habitually languish in impri- 
‘sonment, frequently rewilligg in death, the 
momorialists point out that in order to 
afford any actual roliof it is noocssary to 
undertake a radical and searching enq 
into the causes of the evil com 10d. 
They. have already, om two euccessive 
occasions, denounced a series of officials 
guilty of acta of suppression in connection 
with reports of law proceedings, and they 
hhave at the same time lavished exhortations 
‘upon all their subordinates to discharge 
their duties with diligent exactitude, to 
such an extent that they may almost say 
‘they have worn away the points of their 

and have brought blistars to their lips 

in the effort. In the course of six months, 
the cases of 632 prisoners, old and new, 
have been wound up; but the misfortune 
is that in many cuses where the official 
returns shew only a few prisoners in 
custody, there aro in reality some scores 
of persons in confinement. ‘Thus, at 
Amoy, the aub-Prefect had upwards of 
eighty prisoners in jail, and reported 
_halfadozen. "The sub-Prefoct 

Shih Ma had upwards of twenty 
persons in confinement, and had gone on 
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for some time r the prison as un- 
tenanted ; and these cuss may be taken 
‘an typical of tho remainder. Not only 
‘this what happens ns rogards the magis- 
trates themselves, but prisoners are con- 
fined by the underlings without the know- 
Jedgo of the clerks and socretaries, whilst 
‘theso again commit to ‘custody 
‘without the knowledge of their official 
gmiployers, Farmers and labourers or polity 
lors once cast into prison, their entire 
household knowsnot amoment's peace j and 
their release is not effected until land and 
houses, nay, it may be, wife and children, 
aro sold, and intarest brought to bear 
on their’ behalf. The official site at his 
chees and ‘wine, while te people, are 
offering up supplications to which there 
is none to lend an ear. Verily! the 
sound of their woes and anguish may well 
suffice to evoke the visitation of drought 
and to arouse the wrath af Heaven. Sinoo 
the _memorialists their work of 
serutiny, prisoners to the number of 1,246, 
10 on the lists sont in from the various 
distrieta, have boon released; but they 
have no doubt that thousands more ara 
still confined, of whom no report is made 
or who are surreptitiously held in durance 
by tho official underlings. Most mar- 
vellous of all are such instances as that of 
the Magistrate of Show-ning, who, whon 
stringently called upon to explain why a 
prisoner named Li was still detained in 
castody, moro than a year aftor ho had 
oon enlitlod to hie eoloase by At of Graco, 
repliod that the prisoner was so fond of 
confinement that he did not wish to be sot 








at liborty; and of tho Magistrate of 
Taiang-loh, who, when called upen to report 
why a prisoner named Yang had been oo 


Jong in jail, replied that the man had

cave were on record! Other ine 
stances of the kind might further be cited. 
There are, at present, in all the districts of 
the province, some '290 odd criminals in 
prison whose trials are a8 yet not at an end, 
and 620 odd prisoners in addition to theso. 
‘The prisoner who has been longest in con 
finement is one Wéng I-loh, in the Fub- 
‘ing district, who has been 20 years in 
jail ; and other instances of imprisoament 
for 12; 11, and 10 years ere recited. The 
majority of these are individuals connected 
vit of murder or robbery with 
violence; but some have retracted con- 
fossions made in the first instance under 
torture, whilat others are simple aesessorios 
or even porsons who declars themselves to 
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be the victims of false scoustions. ‘The 
gourt, bound down by tho letter of siand- 
ing regulations, do not venture to pro- 
nounce a final’ decision; and the conse- 
quence is that prisoners who, if they had 
only been sentenced, might go free in 
conformity with the terms of the Imperial 
amnestios, are detained in perpetual impri- 
sonment owing to some contradiction in 
their depositions first and last, In order 
to remedy the orying evils thus exposed, it 
is prayed that the existing regulations may 
‘be modified so as to enable a general jail 
delivery to bo hold, irrospactive of tho 
limitations of time proscribed by the rules 
affecting trials, for alll casos dating from 
before the year 1875, exception being 
made in the case of persons who 
hare retracted confessions made in 
the face of dircct testimony, koepers

‘The statute 
mrovides that, in the esse of any prisoner 
jeing allowed through negligence on the 
part of the jailers to escape, the jailers 
shall suffor a penalty two degrees less 
than that of the missing soner, and 
the jail-warden a penalty less by three 
degrees than that of the jailers, ‘The 
penalty to be awarded in’ tho present 
instance to the jailers is that of 100 blows 
and baniahment fot three years, whilst the 
clerk and watchmen receive corresponding 
nalties. ‘The jeil-warden, who has already 
en ripped of his rank by docre,, in 
entitled-to ho loft in office to continu 
efforts for the recapture of the exeaped 
prisoners; whilat to the sub-Profect, res- 
Ponsible for the prison, deprivation of his 
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oficial button of rank. is adjudged as the 
immediate penalty.

8) A decree, based upon a memorial from, 
OCh’ung How, acting Governor-General of 
Fing-tien, ordering that a Manchu tro-l 
named Kwan Shéng, who is charged wit 
converting to his own use certain monies 
laced in his hands for the relie! of the 

stressed popniation, he stripped of his 
rank and placed on trial for the offence. 

(®) Ku-ni-yin-pu, acting Military Gover. 
nor of Kirin, memorializes reporting that 
in January fast a prisoner named Kin 
Ch’éng was forwarded to him by_ the 
Military Licutonant- Governor at San Sing, 
with tho statomont that the man had boon 
approhonded in the course of a military 
Feconnoissance,—that he hind been made #0 
join a body of banditti by force, and that 

io had given information of the where- 
abouls of three brigends, against whom a 
pariy of troops was despatched, the three 
outlaws being slain, thereupon, in sttempt- 
ing to resist capture. On exarnination, the 
prisoner, Kin Ch’éng proved to be a native 
Of Gores, who stated that he had left tis 
own country in 189, owing to the scarcity 
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prevailing in that year, and had wandered 
as far as Ningutf, where he obtained em- 
Plowment. Haring prooseded in September 
last_to the gold-mining region with a pack- 
load of tarnips, etc., for mle, he was 
umdered of all his’ belongings by the 
Reader of « baad of 80 or more mounted 
robbers, who compelled him to join their 
numbers. He accompanied the party ona 
foray, in the course of which he managed 
to slip away from the main body, and he 
took to hiding in a hut among the mount- 
aing, where he was joined by three others 
of the party. Ithaving been resolved upon 
that ha should go out in search of food he 
fell into the hands of the soldiery, and 
thoreupon revealed the whereabouts of his 
three companions. It is ruled that, aso 
Corsan subject, tho propor course to be 
pursued with this man. is to surrender him 
to hin own Goverment to be dealt with, 
He las accordingly been forwarded, in 
charge of an official appointed for ‘the 
purpose, to the Board of Ceremonies 
‘at Moukden, to be sent on in accordance 
with precedents to his native couniry.— 
Reseript : It is noted. 

(©) Ina posteript Memorial, Ku-ni-yin- 
puseyresents that the funds ‘required for 
the pay of the field force of eavalry and 
infantry employed in the province of Kirin 
has hitherto been provided by subsidies 
received, under directions of the Board of 
Revenue, from Shantung, Honan and 
Nganhwei, each of these provinces forward- 
ing Tuels 5,000 per mensem to the Board 
of Revenue at Moukden, whence the re- 
mittances are fetched by officials sent from 
Kirin for the purpose. The amounts for- 
wanded from the various provinces are 
always in Treasury weight, bt it has been 
customary, on the receipt of the funds by 
the provincial Government of Kirin 
throngh the authorities at Moukden, to 
inue the pay at the ordinary commercial 
weight, a stoppage of Tis, 32 in every 
thousand being consequently made. The 
ration allowance (lit, salt and provision 
money )to a private of the cavalry foreo 
amounts to no more than Ts. 4 per mon- 
sem, and toa private of the infantry, the 
allowance is only Tis $ for the same period, 
Much suffering has of late been entailed 
upon the soldisry by the doprociation in 
tho valuo of silver and tho riso in tho cost 
of the necessaries of life ; and as a distinc- 
tion may logitimately be drawn bebwoon 
the batta allowance in question and the 
regular pay of the troops, it is solicited that 
for the future the payments may be made 
at Treasury weight, and thal orders be 
insued to the Board of Reveaue to cease 
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henceforward from deducting the percent- 
age referred to above. ‘This will give some 
measure of relief to the soldiexy without 
entailing an additional outlay of Imperial | 
funda.—Rescript: Be it as is proposed. 
Let tho Board of Revenue at Moukden 
take action accordingly. 

May 13th—(1) deen in annyor to 4 
inemorial from Ho King, Govemior-General 
of Min-ehdh, who has ‘requested that the 
newly appointed Judicial Commissioner of 
Fuhkien be desired to hasten to his post, 
Ji Ming shite the ofieer in question, ns 
already left Peking. ‘The high authorities 
of whatever province he may be in are 
commanded to direct him to procood as 
promptly as possible to assume the duties 
of his post, 

(2) A decree in answer to a memorial 
from Wén Pin, Director General of the 
Grain Transport, who. has represented that, 
the lately deceased Governor-General of 
Scach'wan, Wa Tang, has left a high 
reputation behind him in tho rogion of 
Kiang Peh, whore ho served for many years 
offices before rising to that of 
Director-General of the Grain Transport. In 
thin capacity ho earned tho public zratitude 
by his achievement in command of troops 
operating against the xebela; and it is 
roquested thai his biography may be en- 
rolled in the State Annals, and that memo- 
ial temples may be erected in his honour 
at Ts og yan, and Si Chow. 
All of this is assented to, 

(8) Ho King, newly appointed Governor. 
General of Min-chéh, reports his having 
taken over the seal ‘of offic on the 15th 
‘March, reesiving at tho same time the seals 
as acting Manchu GeneraFir-chief and 
Superintendent of Customs from Wén Yih, 
the departing incumbent of these offices. 

(4) Chiang How, acting Governor-General 
(titular Military Governor) of Féng-t'ien 
and his colleague, the Civil Governor, 
Ngén Foh, memorialize submitting pro- 
positions in conneetion with the excessive 
aout of judicial arrents pending through 
out the “Provinces. The memorial- 
ists, after reforring to the number 
of unsetiled cases, most of which are of 
many years sianding, which are pending in 
various Conris, and dwelling pon the 
exeuses for delay, stich as the recent, pre- 
valence of brigandage, which may be 
alloged for this state of affairs, deolare that 
the true resson to be assigned for it is the 
supine negleet of duty which has become 
sottled habit. ‘They now propose that the 
period of aix months shall be assigned 
for clearing off all outstanding cases, with 
special exemption granted for this purpose 
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from the standing rules in respect of time ; 
all cases arising subseqquently to April, 1877, 
being made subject to the ordinary regula: 
vions,— Assented to by reseript, 

(6) The* acting ‘Governor-General of 
Fuhkien, Wen Yih, memorializes reporting 
the resnlt of a trial’ instituted in the case o' 
an officer of the rank of Colonel, Yan 
Tsai-ytin by name, who had been strippe 
of his rank and arraigned on charges of 
Pesulation ‘end malvetsation daring, his 
acting incumbeney of the office of Brigadier- 
General of T'ai-wan, He had been accused 
of withholding various sums of the pay 
due to the soldiery, amounting in one 
instance to Tsels 6,362, and in snother to 
Taels 7,442. He has succeeded in clearing 
himself of the greater part of the charges 
brought againat him, shewing, in particular, 
mith reforonce to one specified amount, tha: 

e converted it to. public purposes on the 
receipt of ‘imstructiena in <18¥0,, in. con. 
sequence of the foreign question which had 
arisen at Tientsin (the Massacre), to the 
furbishing up of the arms of the force and 
to providing a frosh eupply of spoars and 
other weapons, defensive precautions being 
urgently roquived. Having no othor funds 
at his disposal, he mado uso of the sum in 
question in the emergency. Although 
guilty of irregularity in connection with an 
acting appointment made by him, he is 
acquitted om the more serious charges. 

‘May 16th,—(1) A Decree. Li Han-chang 
tnd his colleague (the Governor of Hupeh) 
have memorialized Us, requesting that an 
official be placed under their orders. Let 
the Governor of Chéhkiang direct Shéng 
Wichwal BES $84, an oxpectant District 
‘Magistrate of the province of Chehkiang, 
to proceed without delay to Hupeh, and 
place himself under the orders of the Pro- 
vincial Government, 

(2) The Office ‘of Gendarmerie _me- 
morializes, forwarding an appeal lodged by 
Wucchih-tao, a native of the Uhu-ki district 
in Hupeh, who complains of the murder of 
his father. Certain individuals, whose 
names are given, having atlempted to 
extort a sum of money from his fathor, 
complainant proceeded to the District Magi- 
stracy to lodge a petition against them, 
Upon this the individuals in question came, 
in October last, with certain of the polios 
of the Magistracy, seized complainant's 
father, and beat him so cruelly that death 
ensued, ‘The District Magistrate refused 
to hold an inquest, snd on complainant 
lodging a petition at the Prefesture, an 
officer was sent to enquire into the mattor 
in concert with the Magistrate. This officer,

in lieu of holding an inquest, compelled 
complainant to take charge of the remains, 
‘The Inw-slerk, Ch'dn Yi-féng, crew up a 
declaration [of acquiescence]. to which he 
himself aflixed signature, and proceeded to 
effect by force the interment of the remains. 
No redress having been obtainable, eom- 
plainant has come to Peking with hisappeal. 
Referred in the usual manner. 

(8) The Office of Gendarmerie further 

resents an appeal lodged by Wu Ohéng- 

(Un, anative of the Han-yin Sub-Prefecture 
in Shensi, who represents that a distant 
Kinsman hamed Liu Te-hwa had forcibly 
insisted on marrying the daughter, named 
Siu Lion (Pretty Lily), of his maternal uncle 
to one Fang Yung-kan, the son of a local 
bully named Féng Tsunchwai. On com- 
plainant’s uncle going to the residence of 
‘hese people to remonsirate, he disappeared, 
‘and all trace of him was lost, until a labourer 
inthe Féng'semploy, named'l’éng Ts0-ytian, 
‘with anotherman, discovered heap of bones 
in a cavity among the rocks near their 
place. Complainant, having heard of this, 
con proceeding to look st the remains, re- 
cognized articles of clothing, ée., belong- 
ing to his uncle, and he lodged a complaint, 
hereupon, at the Magistracy. The law- 
clerk, Liu K'éh-jang, and others, sucoseded 
‘by dint of bribery in putting off an inquest, 
and ‘Tang Tao-yiisn and his eompanion 
‘ware compelled under illegal forms of tor- 
tare, to make confession [upeeting thei 
Previous ftalenents,| The complainant 
‘admits, on being questionod in the statutory 
manner, that he has not appealod in the 
‘higher provincial courts,—Referrod in the 
‘usual manner. 

(4) OMung How, acting Governor-Gene- 
ral of Féng-tien, memorializes stating that 
he has discovered an sbuse which is pre- 
valent throughout all the districts of the 
provinee, in the shape of an i 
feo demanded by the oficial clerks and 
yamén police whenever report is lod 
of @ case of homicide by the relatives of 
the deceased, ‘This feo is designated 
Chang Kwei $8 $8, and. it amounts, 

ing to the means of the individuals 
from whom it is demanded, to a sum 
varying from few taals to hundreds of 
taels a8 the case may be. If payment is 
refused, a variety of means aro employed 
to extort it, even to the extent of prevent- 
ing the presentation of the petition and 
‘thus delaying or frustrating the holding of 
the inquest. Stringent instructicns Fave 
been issued for the prevention of such 
malpriciies, and the Tuotais and Prefocis 
concerned have heen desired to set persons 
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secretly on the watch for any cases of dis- 
Obedienos, which, should any such be 
discovered, shall be severely dealt, with, 
It is farther solicited that an additional 
enactment may be added to the statute 
book, declaring that in the event af 
any future occurrence of the nature 
described, the guilty partics shall be 
sentenced in accordance with the most 
severe provisions of the law relating to 
‘extortiona perpetrated by dishonest official 
underlings, and that the functionaries 
chargeable with failure to detect the abusoa 
practised by their employés shall be at the 
same time oxposcd to sovero penaltics.— 
Rofcrredby rescript to tho Boards concorned 
for deliberation. 

‘March 17th.—(Court Circular.) The 
Office of Gendarmerie reported the arrest 
of Vien Sco-hi and others, charged with 
the kidnapping af certain children. 

ADecree. #éng Shén, Military Governor 
of Heh-lung-kiang, hss ‘memorialized Us, 
‘stating that in the case in which the Leen 
tiate Wang King-tien ‘has appesled ab 
Peking, accusing one Ts'ui -fuh of 
combining with an official named T’o Shan 
‘to subject his brother, Wang King-shun, 
‘to perwonal ill-usage, thereby csusing his 
death, whereupon it was alleged ‘that the 
deceased had committed suicide by hang- 
ing, the said appellant having prosented

him asa boarder at the school, and for- 
bidding him to visit hia home with any 
frequency. ‘The master’s fourth son, Chang 
Hi-urh, with four other youths, were also 
members of the school, and each of the 
scholars tock it in turn to act ax oook for 
the master. Chang Mowurh, the criminal 
in the present instance, having but lately 
boon married, felt homesick, but, 
owing to tho stringent discipline onforcod 
by tho master, ho was unsblo to get away 
to his father’s houso, and ho chorished o 
grudge on this ‘aezount, On the 28th 
‘ebruary following his admission into the 
‘school, it waa the tarn of one of theacholars, 
named Chang She-ts'ai, to act as cook, and 
he asked Chang Mo-urh to help him, which 
the latier refused to do. An altercation 
ensued, and on the schoolmaster ordering 
the two to be quiet, he disobeyed the onder 
and was mubjected to chaatisement in con 
yuenco. In his anger at this, [o- 

trl mado up is mind to avenge himeslt 
Dy poisoning his master, and on the follow. 
ing day, it being his turn to take tho cook- 
ing, he availed himself of tho opportunity 
aiferded by his going to. market ‘or provi 
sions, to buy & paeket of rat-poison from a 
pedlar. As the schoolmaster was daily in 
the habit of taking a basin of egg-broth, 
Mo-urh put the powder he had 

t into a ssueopan in which he boiled 

the water to prepare the broth for his 
master, Tho fatter consumed. only one- 
hhalf of the portion, giving the remainder to 
his son, Chang Hi-uth, Meanwhile the 
four other acholars, wanting to make them- 
selves some tea, had taken the remainder 
of tho wator lofi in tho saucopan used by 
Chang Mo-urh, which ho had not thrown 
away, and ina short tima they were all 
seized with vomiting from the effecte of the 
poison. Thoy looked for Chang Mo-urh to 
bs igs of ite bet he dnd vom 
away, snd Chang Sho-te'si, hereupon, on 
‘whom the poison had takon the least effect, 
went to examine the kitchen utensils, and 
found some powder in the saucepan, which 
convinced him that poison bad been 
employed. He immediately called in 
assistance, but in vain, The four other 
scholars died from the effect of the potso 
on the following day, and the schoolaaster, 
after lingering for some days longer, at 
Tength shared the samo fate. Chang Mo- 
‘urh having deen apprehended, and on trial 
being held, is sentenced to the penalty of 
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death by ling-ch’e (the “slicing” process), 
in conformity with the statute. relating 10 
the murder of kinsfolk or those whose posi- 
tion in one entitling them to respect. This 
sentence being submitted for approval, is 
reforred hy rescript for the decision of the 
Board of Punishments.

Shwang Hi had plumed himself, is shewn 
to be a native of Kirin, who obtained 
employment in the course of last year a8 a 
gold shroff 48 @ ina shop carried on by 
‘Han in the “Birch Forest.” Ho had come 
in tho spring to Kirin, whoro he appears— 
from tho siatemonts sct forth—to have 
ected os agent for Han, disposing of the 
gold. secretly brought into town to various 
shops in the place, and s back mer 
chandise of difaront kinds tor the supply 
vi the miners. The price he received for 
the gold dust is stated as ranging from 39 
tiao to 37% liao per liang (taal weight). 
Kwoh Wei, tho informant whose tale-bear- 








ing to Shwang Hi led that officer to take 
‘the steps he did, understood in conversation. 
with How Yu-K'i on one occasion, that 


things were not now 10 flourishing as they 
‘used to be at the diggings, when 100 taels 
‘weight and upwards used to be cleared at the 
digrings, which, with payments to the Ous- 
toms’ office, frontier guardstation, ete,, made 
up a total of 267 tacks! weight of gold. He 
further stated that there wore upwards of 
39,000 men at the diggings. Lieutenant 
Colonel Shwang Hi reported, in addition, 
from what he had heard, that in Han's 
retreat in the birch forest he bad an armed 
pawl of upwards ef 1,000 strong, that he 
‘a fortified stockade, a manufactory of 
cannon, small-arms, and gunpowder, and 
artisant without mumber.

‘only. three districts had beon estaba 
to wit, those of T'si-wan, Féng- 
Kini,’ Tho Changhwa District and the 
‘two sub-prefectures of Tamsui and Komalan 
were called into existence at a subsequent 
xd. Tho three older divisons, extending 
:90 Zi in length from North’ to South, 
yield a revenue of 130,000 piculs of rice, 
Whilst the throe nower divisions, with & 
Jength of 680 lé of territory, are assessed 
‘at ho more than 66,000 piculs, that is to 
‘say, 50 por cont. less tha what is leviod 
from a territory equal to only half their 
aggregate dimensions. ‘The miscellaneous 
‘taxes which are imposed, in addition, in 
tho older districts, aro of the most varied 
‘kind. Among them is an imposi levied 
from the wild aborigines who acknowledge 
heir subjection to the Chinese Sovereignty, 
and who, as they cultivate no rice-lands, 
cannot be called upon to pay the grain tax. 
‘Their avocations are confined to dear hunt 
ing and wheat (or barley) planting, and 
Bhey accordingly pay a ‘tax called the 
s¢deorakin and small Hee levy.” Tho aalt- 
‘tax is collected from the localities whoro

(3) Peo Yaan-shén, Governor of Shansi, 
memorializes with reference to the sufering 
entailed by the recent drought in that 
provinos, the proposed meanuror of relief, 
and the apprehensions felt with regard 10 
the future, Shansi, he represents, is 
commonly described af a wealthy province, 
the fact being, however, that a large pro- 

mrtion of its natives, having no settled 
interests within its limits, have migrated 
with their capital to other parts of the 
Empire to trade. Since the rebellion, com- 
mercial prosperity has declined,’ and 
ruin has overtaken the most wealthy, 
Not more than 20 or 30 per cent, of the 
population gains its living by agricultural 
pursuits ; and as the soil, moroover, is not 
naturally of a productive character, the 
yield of cereals is small, Even in years of 
good harvests, it ia necessary to import 
Dreadstuffs from the neighbouring provinces 
to moet the wants of the population ; and 
for some years past the harvests have been 
by no means prosperous. The spring and 
autumn of lhat yoar were soasons of severe 
drought, and in the districts scveroly 
affected great difficulty was experienced in 
the provision of moans of subsistence for 
the people, whilst scarcity was felt even in 
those districts which had not specially 
suffered. ‘There has been no rain to speak 
of sinco the commencement of spring 
this year, and whilst in the North of 
the jee, where, owing to the dif- 
ference of climate, the sesson of sowing 
is somewhat later, the anxiety felt is not 60 
overpowering, in the South, on the contrary, 
the utmost ilarm prevails’ at the prospect 
of a failure of the crops, In this section of 
the province, with its very mild climate, 
wheat is alvays sown after the autumn 
harvest ; and at the present moment, when 
the crop should be well grown, the shoots 
are-but an iach or two high, ‘and eppear 
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already withered and dried up. The ad- 
ministrative divisions most severely affected. 
by the prevailing drought are T’ai-yilan Fu, 
¥in Chow, Ping-yang Fu, Hoh Chow, and. 
She Chow; the P'u-chow Fu, Kiei Chow, 
and Kiang Chow divisions being somewhat 
better Throughout the ‘Winter and 
spring tho loeal authorities of all the dit 
tricts affected have been collecting aubscrip— 
tions for the relief of the distressed, and 
have called upon the wealthier inhabitants 
to distribute supplies of food in their 
several neighbourhoods, tho hope bei 
that rain would fall at the accustome 
time in spring, and thus enablo tho 
wheat to ripen. With the protracted 
drought, however, the means of both the 
authorities and the pevple have become , 
exhausted, and the land has come to re- 
sound with the lamentations of the famine- 
stricken multitude. Beginning with the 
sale of their children, of either sex, im 
order to eke out the means of subsistence, 
the people have been farther reduced to 
dig up roots and to strip trees of their bark 
in order to provide themselves with an- 
other meal, “The bark of tho trees having 
come to an end, and even the wild herbs 
ceasing to spring up in consequence of the 
drought, recourse hes beon had to such 
expedients as the manufacture of pellots of 
earth mingled with stone ground into 
powder. The maintenance of lip is barely 
conceivable when famine has reached 
1 stage as this, Not a day passes, conso- 
quently, without deaths occurring upon 
the public highways, and tears can 
acarcoly ho repressed’ in atiompting to 
doseribe the miseries that are witnessed 
and the sorrow with which the mind is 
laden. At euch a time as this, to adhere 
too strictly to the letter of the regulations 
‘end to await Iimporial sanction before grant 
ing relief from the public funds, would ke 
to ignore the immediate necessity of food 
for starving myriads. The Governor has 
‘not shrunk from the responsibility of in- 
siructing the departmental authorities to 
muake issues of grain from the Toes! store 
houses, and to establish relief depdts at 
eligible points, taking care that the 
distribution be kept outof the hands of the 
Famen underlings, in onder inate may net

maining in the provincial treasury as 
part of the Inst half-year’s revenue collec« 
tion. So small an amount as this will go 
but a Tittle way toward mocting the require- 
ments of the ozcasio the Governor, 
oppressed with griof which robs him of 
both rest and appotite, has no resource but 
to take tho load in inatituting with eub- 
ordinates the obscrvance of penitontial 
fasts, and in offering up reverent entreaties, 
morning and night.

Show Tub, To Lun called in the pce of 
acaptain and some other members of the 
force, and with them that heavier 
fotters should be placed upon the prisoner, 
and that ho should be confined within & 
wooden cage, Qn an attempt being made 
to as determination into effect, 
Show rushed at his kinsman, 
striking at him with his head and vowing 
that he was ready to die in the effort 
ta avenge himself In 9 momentary fit 
of anger, ‘To Lun called upon some of 
his men to help him, and strangled 
the prisoner to death etween them with 
ropa. On being brought to trial for this 
act, To Lun was sentenced by the 
acting Governor-General Lin Kw'é 
‘concert with the Manchu Goneral-in-chief, 
todesth by strangulation (as the penalty 
for homicide im the second. degree) ; and. 
the persons who had aided and abetted 
‘him to bastinadoing, according to the pro- 
visions of the statute in the case of such 
accessories, but with benefit of any 
ensuing Act of Grace. On the sentence 
being laid before the Throne and referred 
to the Board of Punishments, it was 
quashed by the Board on the ground that 
the act could not justly be considered ono: 
of homicide conmitted in the discharge 
of a public duty, The offence for 
which the prisoner was in custody, the 
Board remarked, was not a serious one, 
and the proceeding resorted to by To Lun. 
was actual murder, though without pre- 
meditation, $f BF in gratifiestion of 
tho passion of anger and unconnected with 
public considerations. A revision of the 
sentence was consequently required. The 
proper authorities having been required to 
take action accordingly, report has now 
‘been received that the condemned man, 
‘To Lun, died in prison from the effects of 
illness on the 11th January last. A special 
commission appointed to hold a fresh. trial 
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of the case has now brought in a sentence, 
in obediencs to the ruling of the Board of 
Punishments, in accordance with the statute 
relating to the murder of distant kinsmen, 
‘the ponalty for which is deeapitation : and 
the acceasories are sentenced to 100 blows 
apiece. After a further recital of the facts 
of the case, the memorialists submit that 
aa the guilly person is dead, no further 
yproceadings need be taken in respect df 
his sentance ; and the accessories are shown 
to be within the scope of the Act of Grace 
passed subsequently to the commission of 
the crime.—Roforred by reseript for the 
consideration of the Board of Punishments.

“A despazoh was subsequently recoived from 
‘the Board of Civil Office, dec to sanc-

fill a like post in a magistrasy away from 
‘the provincial capital ; and a fresh appoint- 
ment was ordered to be made. Instructions 
were ianued hereupon to take action accord 
ingly.

commend for transfer, as has already here- 
tofore been represented. After the most 
anxious consideration, we can do no other- 
wise than repeat the request that Mo 
Siang-che be tranferred to fill the vacancy.”

acting incumbent, Te'ang King-yéi, return 
ing to his proper post of Judicial Com- 
missioner.

June 17ch—{1) A decroe in answer to 
a memorial from Yif Luh, Governor of 
Nganhwei, who has impeached a long list 
of department and district Magistrates for 
deficiencies found in their accounts on 
handing over charge to their successors. 
His recommendations for the cashicting 
and proseention of the soveral individuals 
aro sanctioned. : 

(2) Yung ‘Ts'tan, (late) Military Go- 
vernor of ‘the Ili ‘territories, and Ving 
Lien, Assistant Militery Governor at Tar- 
bagatsi, memorialize reporting the sentence 
they have pronounced in s trial held for 
murder, In October last, they received a 
dospatch in the Manchu language from the 
General commanding the contingent of 
Solon Manchus, giving the tenour of a 
report received from one of his subordinate 
commanders as follows On the 28th 
Séptember last, Uehala, the widow of 
Nomén Tali, a soldier of the force, made 
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statement to the effect that her son, named 
E-lé-ngén-pu, who had been sbsent. from 
home since the 17th, was reported this day 
by some people of the town to have been 
killed by a gunshot wound by certain per- 
sons at the red lake to the west of the 
city. The stsjement was reportel to have 
come from a man named T-bo-to. On 
receipt of thia information, a Chinesa 
named Chang Ho-fah was aummoned, who 
repeated the statement above given, adding 
that on the afternoon of 23rd September 
E-lé-ngén-pu had left his shop in company 
with a man named Mor.gén-tai, as 
ho wae going to look for an individual 
named Na-ch'in, sinoo which time ho had 
not been seen,’ Na-ch'in was horeupon 
summoned, and a musket was taken posses 
sion of in his house. Mor-gén-lai and 
T-bo-s0 were also summoned and inier- 
rogated, with the following results. Na- 
clin confessed that : ‘I-bo-so having told 
mo that deceased's wife was his niece, and 
that if deceased could be put out of tho 
way, he could give me his niccein marriage, 
in testimony whereof he cut off a lock of 
her hair, which he gave me, Jand Mor- 
gén-tai invoigled deceased to a place south- 
west of the city, and shot him there, 
Prisoner also delivered up the lock of ‘hair 
referred to. On the particulars coming 
before the memorialist, Ying Lien, he 
despatched a civilian functionary to ‘hold 
an inquest, the report of which is as 
follows :—On proceading to s point near 
the reed-beds about 30 li south by west 
from the city, accompanied by an otticor of 
the Solon troops, together with the relatives 
of the deceased, and the witnesses. in 
the case, T held’ a public inquest on the 
remains of E-l&ngéa-pu, The evidence 
showed that deceased was 19 years of age,. 
‘He was of middle height, tho colour of his 
Faso yellow, tho oycs noarly elosod, the 
Lipa tightly ahnt. ‘To tho left side of the 
chost « bullot-holo was discovered, moarur- 
ing nine-tenths of an inch in circumference. 
‘Tho bullet had traversed the body, passing 
out to the left of the spine, Teaving a 
Ground of erie end twe-tonths of an incl dn 
circumference, The skin at the orifice was 
wping asunder in each case. The bones 
Broken were discoloured ‘and black, and 
there were marks of bleeding. A gunshot 
wound had unquestionably bea inflicted 
uring life, with fatal result, and no other 
wound but, that deseribed was found upon 
the body.” The report of the inquest 
having been received, orders wore given to 
the Miltary Secretariat to institute a trial 
of the cas’, when the following evidence 
was taken. Uchala, deecased’s mother, de- 
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posed :—My son, being given to opium- 
smoking on account of ill-health, was con 
atantly away from home. He went out om 
the 17th September, and had been gone 
several days, when I was told by the man 
Chang that he had just heard E-lé-ngin-pa 
had bean shot. On the 22nd, Thad gone 
out to buy some phyaic for my danghter-in- 
Inw, who was ill, and I knew nothing what 
ever about a lock of her hair having boot 
cut off, She got on well with her husband. 
They never quarrelled.” _(Note.—The 
evidence of all the parties is given in col~ 
loquial Chinese, being probsbly a close 
tranalation from tho Manchu.) Ne-ch'in 
and tho others oro next separately mub- 
jocted to a searching interrogation, Na-ch'in 
deposing as follows :—‘‘Iam asoldier of 
the Solon force, and have long known the 
deceased, I-bo-c0, aud Mor-gén-iaias friends, 
On the 22nd September, the two last-named 
and myself were drinking together and 
having s chat, and being persuaded by 
‘T-bo-so that if his nephew-in-law could 
be put out of the way, he would be 
able to give me his niecs to wife, I 
‘went with Mor-gin-tai in his company to 
deceased's house. Both decessed and his 
mother were away from home, and taking 
advantage of this, I-bo-s0 said'to his nieoe, 
who seomed to be ill and was lying down, 
that ho wanted to eat off a lock of her hair 
to give to me as a pledge, and that if 
Exleénzéurpu could be put out of the war, 
he would give her to me to wife. Hi 

niece answered that sho was afraid; but 
‘T-bo-so told her that she need not fear 

he would be answerable if anything hay 
pened. Upon this, he cut off a lock of her 
‘hair and gave it to'ma. On the following 
day I got Mor-gén-tai to help me, and wa 
inveigled E-l6-ngin-pa into joining us, un- 
der protence of going to Di, At about 
9 o'sleck that evening, whon wo had got to 
the reodbeds, I gave tho horse to Mor-gn- 
tai to hold, and shot £-1é-ng3n-pa while he 
was halting for » noe: purpose. Tho 
ballot struck him in the chest, and he died 
instantly. [had sen deceased's wife but 
once, and there had never boea any ime 
propor relations between us, Chad promised 
to give Mor-gén-iai a horse for lending a 
hand in the business, but I have not given 
it to him; and to I-bo-so I had promised 
to give, but have not given, ten taels in 
Russian paper money.” [-bo-8o’s state- 
‘ment, given in full, is to the same effect as 
the preceding, with the addition that he 
was angry with deceased for his dissipated 
conduct, and that he was intoxieated when 
ho made the offer to Na-ch’in to give him 
his niece in marriage if E-lé-gnén-pu could 




















‘be put out of the way. Ho also stated 
that he had intended giving Mor-gén-iai 
Jalf of the sum which Na-ch'in was to 
Taye paid him in Rassian notes.—De- 
ceased's wife, Kara Khalaki, deposed as 
follows :—My husband smoked opium, and 
‘used to be continually away from home. 
‘My mother-inlaw's brother, I-bo-so, was 
aware of this, All our family matters were 
attended to hy my uncle. On the 22nd 
September, when my husband had been 
away from’ home since the 17th, while I 
‘was lying down, ill, at home, and my 
smothor-inlaw had gono ont to’ buy some 
medicine For me and to iry to folch my 
‘husband home, my uncle, Lbo-s0, caine to 
‘the house with Na-ch’in and Mor-gin-tai, 
and wanted to cut off lock of my hair to 
givo to Na-ch'in as @ pledge. If Na-ch'in 
could put my hushard out of the way, he 
could give me to Nechiin to wile, I 
replied that I was afraid of such a thing ; 
but he told me not: fear, he would be a 
swerable for anything Uhat anight happen. 
fy uncle thereupon cut of alock of my hair 
‘and gave it to Na-ch'in, Then they all went 
‘away, and Iwas too ill to follow after them. 
When my mother-in-law came back, as 1 
‘did not know whether there was any truth 
in What they said about doing for my hus- 
band, and I was afraid my unele would be 
angry with me, I did not venture to 
anything about it to her. know nothing 
about the way in which my unde came to 
propose to Na-ch’in that he should murder 
ny husband. I never saw Na-chin but 
once, and there never, were any improper 
relations between us."—Chang Ho-fah, a 
native of Shensi, at present keeping a shop 
in Tarbagatai, deposed to the circumstances 
under which he was led to inform 
deceased's mother of Nacch'in’s suspicious 
movements. The memorialists have to 
rabmit Ghai thay Ineo no odo of law to 
yefor to at Tarbagalai, nor any prison to 
which to commit the guilty partice in this 
case. All they can do is to hand the pri 
soners over totheir own military authorities 
to bo kopt carcfully in custody; and 
they request that the Board of Punish- 
ments may be commanded to pronounce the 
sentences which should be passed upon the 
three male prisoners and upon the wife of 
deceased, for their respective shares in the 
crime commitied. ‘They forwanl copies of 
the evidence to the Board for consideration, 
—Reseript : Let the Board of Punishments 
consider and report. (N.B.—From the 
enrious statement as to the absenca of all 
institutions of a judicial nature, at Tar- 
dagatai, contained in the above memorial, 
it would appear that the occupation of this 
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city for several years past as the head- 
quarters of Yung’Ts'isn's seat of gover- 
ment, (see Gazette of 25th September, 
1874), lias led to but little im the way of 
internal organization.) 

June 18th.—(1} A decree based upon a 
memorial from the Censor T3ng King-hn, 
who has denounced a commandant of the 
Banner force of Yan-ming-yiian as having 
leayued himself with two. subordinate 
officers for the puxpose of embezzling sums 
‘of money, due to the soldiers by way of 
pay and gratuities.

(2) The Governor of Hunan memori 
reporting an outbreak excited by the mi 
conduct of an officer in charge of a lekin 
station at Ch'ang-tch Pu. This is @ point 
of much commercial importance, owing to 
its position on the highroad between Hupeh 
and Kweichow and Yunnan; and the 
collector of the likin tax stationed there, 
an expectant Prefect named Wu Sze-chung, 
submitted a request some time ago for 
sanction to put actively in fore the rules 
prevailing generally at other stations, re- 
presenting himself as anxious to remedy the 
falling off that had become perceptible in 
the receipts. Without, however, taki 
gounsel in any way 
District Magistrate, or calling a me 
the teading community, and explainin 
matter to them, he abruptly isstied a pro- 
clamation declaring the new system in force. 
Under a misapprehension as to his inten- 
tions in the matter, the dealers affirmed, 
untruly, that he was raising the rates of 
the impoat, and that he wae about to levy 
tax upon all shops and manual industries, 
The rumours becoming more distorted as 
they passed from mouth to mouth, a 
general stoppage of business, to wait farthor 
news, took placo on the 19h January 
last ;’and upon this tho mendicants of tho 
town, being deprived of their usual resorts 
for chavity, beset the likin office lo demand 
relief. "Fhe mob lveing swollen by 2 oon 
course of idlers aud roughs, the doors and, 
windows of the likin office were forced 
‘open by the crush, and advantage was. 

¥ the opportunity by the more law- 
Jess individuals present to pillage the build 
ing. ‘The mob dispersed on the arrival of 
the eity authorities to restore order, and 
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on examination being made, it was found 
that beside clothing and other property 
belonging to the officals of the collectorate, 
Tie, 10 im silver and 300 and odd strings of 
cash had boon carried off from the premises. 
‘An official was despatched to the place from 
‘the provineial capital 80 so0n as news of 
the outbreak was received, but a,report 
was received meanwhile from the likin 
collector and the district Magistrate, stating 
that order had been restured and that trade 
had resumed its ordinary course on the 
following day. Ii was reported, subse- 
quently, that the traders of the city had 
ropairad the likin office at their own 
expense, and also that ten or a dozen of 
the rioters had been arrested and punished. 
‘Ax regards the condnet of Wu Szechnng, 
he in condomned for manifestly improper 
conduct in abruptly introducing a new 
system without consulting the local autho- 
nities or explaining matters to the trading 
community. ‘To maintain officioney in the 
collbetion of tho tax was his boundon duty ; 
but all that he was justified in undertaking 
was to strive to giro due effect to the 
standing ralor, not by any moana to in- 
troduce fresh’ impests in excess of the 
regulations. He has laid himself open to 
chastisement, but as it has beon reported 
by the Prefect of Ch'ang-igh Fu that he 
died from the results of illness on the 22nd 
February, no farther proceedings are 
necessary'in his case, An officer has been 
appointed to succeed to his vacant post.

‘The principal staples 
upon which duties have been collected of 
late years are the figured cottons and 
similar goods in transit from Honan, Be- 
tween April 1874 and April 1877 the 
ecoipts lve not excveded aels 2,700 to 
Taels 3,400 per annum. The regulation 
amount’ that should be yielded at this 
barrier, as settled in 1746, is ‘Tis. 17,974. 
In ths present condition of affairs, however, 
with warfare still in progress beyond the 
Wall, and both Shensi and Kansuh 
continuing to suffer under the effects 
of their recent disturbances, and with 
likin taxes being levied, moreover, all 
over the country, the capital needed to 
embark in business is 10 considerable that 
tradera find themselves hampered to a 
material degree. Shensi being traversed 
Invall dircotlons by roms which Iead tomo 
Jess than five adjoining provinces, whilst 
merchandize on reaching the T’ung-kwan 
barrior is required to pay both Customs’ 
and Lekin utios, traders, who aro compollod 
to calculate to tho closest fraction, take the 
line of journey which exposes them to the 
lightest form of expendituro, and ovasions 
of the revenue collectorate by resorting 
to circuitous routes are undoubtedly 
practised.

and in addition to this, the following 
articles were required on account of the 
present 's supply, viz, 80 pieces of 
“polished " ware ; 1,240 pieces of “round” 
ware ; and 9,300 pieces of ware of both 
categories, appertaining to special orders 
smocessively received. ‘The total number 
of articles, consisting in fish bowls, flower 
vases, and ornamental jars, of the first 
quality, is 11,838 pieces, which the Taotai 
is about to despatch by steamer to Tientsin 
‘in charge of a special officer, for deliveyr 
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to the Porcelain Store of the Lmperial 
Household. In addition to the payment 
‘of Tis. 10,000 which had been granted 
on account of the cost of manuiac- 
ture, the balance remaining due, viz., Tis 
28,610.1.4.3, has been issued by the Tactai 
from the extra revenue balances in the 
Customs’ treasury.—The list submitted by 
the Taotai is accordingly transmitted for 
the Imperial perueal,—Referred ky rescrips 
for the inforgiation of the departizent com 
corned.

pasturage-ground, for rolls of cloth and 
payments of money. When tho time for 
the ceremony had arrived, he called upon 
them to furnish supplies of clothing, moncy, 
and other things, saying, indeed, that if 
these were not provided the libation cere- 
mony should not be performed. He oul 
proceeded with it on furnished witl 
money, silks, eating, ete., by the nobles of the 
banner. On his passage through theterritory 
of the Kharch'in, moreover, he exasted at 
each posting-station supplies of sheep, ete., 
which he converted into money payments. 
For such acts of scandalous rapacity, asevere 
malty is imperstively called for, Lot 
ao Shun be forthwith cashiered, and 
handed over to the Board for paniehment. 
Tet him alao be required to make restitu- 
tion of the articles and amounts exacted 
from the various banners of the Mongols. 

(2) The Governor of Kwangai memorializoa 
with reference to the permission recently 
granted to Féng Tuze-te'ai, Goneral-in-chiof 
‘of Kwangai, to prooced to Peking for an 
audience of his Majesty.

Ap- 
Pallant atates as follows: —CT am a nalive 
of Kiang-peh Ting, wnier the prefecture 
of Ch’ung-k’ing Fu in Sze-ch’wan, and am 
aged 49. I live at Hwang-t’u Po in tho 
sub-Prefeeture afvrosaid, and ama bamboo- 
seller by trade. In the third moon of last 
year (April, 1870), certain villains named 
Gian Pree-c'un,’ ote; banded themselves 
together with the lawless offenders Ch’én 
Tho and others, to the number of several 
thousands, and made an atiack, fully armed, 
upom the village I live in. ’ They burnt 
down the dwellings of the villagers, 
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pillaged their goods and chattels, and 
inurdered a number of persons. My own 
house Was burnt down, and my property in 
money and other effects carried off, My 
Eee Phaeeamaes 
and. put e attacking party, 
snd ‘fer “murdering him they “bedke 
his body in pieces and cast them into 
the river. My cousin, Tung Ta-shun, 
who was returning from a journey with 
200 taels in money about him, fell in 
with the same band, and was robbed and 
manrdered in similar manner. Certain 
perions, whose names are given, can tostify 
to these facta. I presented a petition at 
the Prefecture, but without obtaining an 
order for enquiry into the caso. 
Tashun's brother having subsequently 
Jodged « complaint, it was roforred to the 
sub-Prefect, but onguiry was atiflod through 
the machinations of tho guilty partios. - I 
next, procesded in company with my 
murdored cousin's brother to lodge peti- 
tions with the Licutenant-Gorernor aad 
the Judicill Commissigner of the pro- 
vince, and also with the Governor-General, 
but in neither cae was action taken 
upon them. When the Imperial Com- 
missioner Li [Han-chang] arrived in 
Szech'wan, we presented & complaint to 
him as he was passing in his chair, and he 
as goed! enough to transmit it oftclally to 
the Governor-General, but, notwithstand- 
ing this, no ordera were issed to the lower 
tribunals or reply vouchsafed to us, 
Under these circumstances the only resource 
left, in the hope of obtaining justice, has 
been to resort with an appeal to Peking.” 
The usual summary is appended, and 
rescript, referring the appeal in the cus- 
tomary’ manner for provineial enquiry, 
appellant being sent back in custody to the

Porsons, by 
name unknown, were in tho habit of 
coming in daily to gamble, and up to the 
day on which the scousod was apprehended.

tiao of current cash per diem. On the 2nd 
October, 1870, three Imperial clansmen, 
Vin one named Sung Tien, Ming Hai, who 
was under conviction for an offence ‘com- 
mitted, and Ming Shén, since deceased, 
came in one after tha other to do some bet- 
ting.

The latter, fearing he was about to 
get tho worst of it, matched up a sharp- 
pointed knife, and made « threatening 
plunge with it in the direction of Wang, 
the result being that the latter was stabbed 
in the abdomen, and fell down with a loud 
cry, dying shortly aftorwards from the offoots 
of the wound.

It follows, consequently, that the dis 
‘tributing area formed by all the territories 
beyond the Wall appertain to the province 
of Kanauh. Under the syatem anciontly 
in force, the number of licenses to be 
famnually] issued was 28,000 and odd, the 
toa boing obtained from Hupoh and Hvnan, 
and distributed by the license-holdors 
throughout Mongolia, ‘Turkestan, and 
Tangut. About 90 years ago the licenses, 
te the number of 1,032, which had. pre- 
‘viously boen issued’ in ‘tho provinco. of 
Bhensi, were added to thoso which the 
‘Kansuh tredere wore hold bound to 
‘out, and from this time forward the sele of 
ea ‘without livenses on the part of traders 
from Shensi came into vogue, and the 
diflicalties under which the Kansuh traders 
Tnbour took their rie from this point 
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‘Between 50 and 60 years ago unprincipled 
traders obtained passes, p'iao EB, from 
the Mongolian Superintendency (Li Fan 
Yean), undet whieh they couveyod. tos 
to Turkestan and the adjacent regions for 
sale, thus infringing upon the area. belong- 
ing’ to the holders of the Kansuh 
licenses ; and the then Governor.General 
of Kansh, No-yon-ch’ang, obtained 
sanction to’ tho osiablishment of an 
office at Ku-ch’éng (Guehen) to levy 
duties upon this trafic, the sum of 
Tk. 8,000 being annually allotiod from its 
receipis in aid of the xevenuo required 
from the Kanauh oonse-holdors. ‘Tho do- 
scriptions of tea which, in earlior times, 
constituted the steplo of traffic were Pekoe, 
Hinng P'ien, Chulan, P'u-urh, oto., 

nono of which wore the prodace of the 
Hu Kwangrogion. In procoss of time, the 
Hupeh and Hunan vere illicitly brought 
forward for salo, under tho names of 
‘thousand catty,” “hundred catty,” “hat- 
box barrel,” and large oremall “‘brick-tea,” 
with the object of perpetrating fraud and 
confusion. “In the year 1868, the traders 
in question being desirous of proceeding 
through Kiachta by way of the Russian 
frontier to the European tea-markets, tho 
Mongolian Supetintendeney gave permission 
to take out passes in quadruplicate, each 
being for 12,000 catties of tes, upon 
which tho following amounts were’ to. bo 
aid, vit, hin» Tis, G0, and  Casioms’ 
juty, ‘Tis’ 21.7.8. Comparing the amount 
in and Customs" duty imposed in this 

wiso upon the brick tea under those 
12,000-caity passes with the rato of 
Tis. 44.4 per 80 cattien with which the 
Kensuh ‘liconse-holdors aro assossod, it is 
seen that a difference of Tis. 614 odd 
ia secured, under the first-named system, 
in favour of ench lot, and it is not to be 
wondered at that tho trsde in tea without 
licenses should havo become so. widely 
spread as is the case. In 1874, the Gov 
ernor-Ceneral Tso Tsang-t’ang ‘submitied 
regulations for the Imperial saneticn, pro- 
posing experimentally to placo tho matter 
in the hands of mercantile combination, 
Pointing out the wide diferonce that oxists 
dotween the amount of revenue derived 
from tho Li Fan Yéan passes and that 
wwith which tho Kanuh traders are assessed, 
as also tho extont to which tho Hupoh 
teas have encroached upon tho Kansuh 
distributing area, he proposed that, in con- 
formity with the regulations established in 
Konsuh, the full amount of the duty on 
fea, as fined by standing rule, should be 
VYevied before “the issue” of the License, 
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leaving the likin to be paid at two placon 
in the course of transportation, and that 
barriers for purposes of inspection should 
be established under the authority of the 
Taotai at Kwei-hwa Cl’éng. ‘This wan a 
fair and reasonable proposal; and the 
Board of Roverme having given ita ascont, 
proclamations wore issuod collins upon the 
trading classes to come forward and take 
advantage of it, which they did with 
alacrity. Since the inauguration of this 
system in 1874 upwards of 30,000 licenses 
have been issued for tewshipments, leaving 
upwards of 20,000 livenses still in the 
Taotai’s hands ; but, unfortunately, the 
other system going on pari pass, the ten 
under official sanction, Kican cha ‘EE 9% 
‘has failed to command a market, and the 
dealers have boon left with it on thoir 
handa for three years past, with daily 
ssgmonting pein today.” Tho cone 
fequnns aa been ruin in mumberless 
cases. In another year or two the charges 
accumulating will equal tho prime cost of 
tho investment, and hundreds of thousands 
ot taels of capital will be wholly lost. 
The cause of this lamentable state of 
ativirs is no other than that the tea illicitly 
sent away without licenses from Kwei-hwa 
Ch’eng is enabled successfully to compete 
with the tes under official sanction, owing to

Tt wos fur- 
thor represented. that in 1866-1867, when, 
in consequence of Turkestan boing in a 
state of disorder, there was no outlet for 
the tea-trade, the Manchu Genoral-in-chief 
obtained at their solicitation Imperial sanc- 
tion ty the issue of quadruplicate passes, 
issued by the Blongolian Superintendency, 
under which tea might be conveyed across 
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tho Russian bordet vil Kinchta to the 
Earopoan merkot. On the issvo of a docroo 
in September, 1868, granting this sanction, 
tho statement continued, the tea which 
hed Tong been accumulating begun to 
find a complete outlet; but of late trade 
hae boon in a sroesed oondition, 
and the further establishment of lebin:

‘Ming-king and his associates went with a 
copy of the memorial to Chan K’i-lun's 
house to demand a sum of money.

Kianded in last winter a fictitious atatoment 
to the Beard of Punishments, declaring 
that a member of the condemned man’s 
family had boon killed in action; whilst a 
Brother of Wu Tung-shan's, named Wa 
Hicche, had boon instructed to lodgo @ 
similar atatomont at the’district msgistraey 
of Hwangngan in Hunan, Chan Ki-lun's 
native place,”—The complainant goos on.

ho score of the removal of Mu-Vu-shen's 
particular command. ‘Tso Tsung-t’ang int 
‘veighs fierily against the acts and angnments 
of the Financial Commissioner, observing 
at the same time that le ia not ignorant of 
not indifferent to the sufferings to which 
the provinces of Shausi has been lately 
exposed by famine; and he sulicits the 
punishment of Lin'Show-t'a by way of 
warning. In the course of his memorial, 


a mention of “foreign loans” 7 RR 
appears for the first ti the Gusstts, in 
connection with the asa rendered by 
the authorities of ether provinces in the 
supply of the funds and the reimbursement 
of this description of indebtedness.—For 
rescript soe Gazette of 23rd Ang. 

Sept, 3rd.—(1) A deeree in answer to a 
memorial from the Board of Res 
reference to the case of the Fi 
missioner of Shansi, who has bern de- 
nounced by the Governor-General Tso 
Tsung-t’ang for wilfully withholding the 
full amount of the monthly remittances 
due from that province to his military 
chest. The Board submit that the official 
in question has been guilty of a graye dere- 
liction of duty, and” contmands are now 
issued requiring the Board to decide upon 
the penalty he has incurred. The late 
Governor of the province, who accepted 
his representations without due enquiry, 
is algo to be subjected to a penalty. 

(2) The Governor of Honan memorializes 
representing the sutfering caused in that 
province by the prevailing drought and the 
consequent impoverishment of the. pro- 
vineial exchequer, requesting permission to 
retain for disbursement two mounts, con- 
stitnting « total of Taels 147,900 and’ odd, 
which should properly speaking be remitted 
to Peking.

1k of the Yellow River has already been 
reported, reached Pali Miso, on. the 
north bank, on the 15th July, where 
they lay for some days waiting for a 
uficient riso of water to enablo them to 
enter the northern sestion of the Canal. 
Between the 25th and 27th, the river rose 
upwards of four chit, and it was deter- 
mined thereupon by 'the authorities in 
charge to open the dam which had been 
constructed and to allow the water to flow 
in. This was done at midnight of the 29h 
July, and five of the squadrons were suc- 
‘cestively floated into the Canal. In the 
coursa of the following afternoon, however, 
the river suddenly began to fall, and more 
‘than half of the sixth squadron was shut 
cout from tho Canal, the mouth of which 
was left dry.

The petition of the 
tribal chief in which this application is 
mada, refora to the downfall and punish- 
ment of the Nomén "Han for the offences 
with which ho was changed st Lassa in 
1844, but atatos that aftor thereloase of the 
banished dignitary from the place of his 
confinement in the Amur province in 1851, 
ho had lod a rotired and blamaleas lifo until 
1854 ai his native place in T'ac-Chow, 
vhere he died insthat year just at the time 
when an application for his restoratinn to 
‘Tibet had been laid before the Throne, His 
reémboliment in the perton of « youth now 
in his seventeenth year is aifirmed os 
perfectly authentic, and it is solicited 
that this re-incamation of the deceased 
dignitary may be permitted to return to 
tina purely religious capacity. In for 
warding this petition, the Resident refers 
to the history of the predecessor of the 
individual in question, who was known 
ss the Erdeni Nomén ‘Han, Galdan Silét’u 
Awang Ch'ulchim, who, in his earlier 
twice visited Peking and undertook, at the 
ommand of His Majesty then upon the 
throne, the conduct of divers 
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Ho wan trico placed at the head of the 
‘Tibetan Council of State, and concurrently 
jnvened ih th fie of Galan Oh’ 
(or i capacity he great 
forwarded the interesie of religion, ronder- 
ing in this wise conspicuous service. His 
reimbodiment. took place in the person 
‘of Awang Chambalch'uch'@ngehamts’0, the 
Noméa "Han whose downfall took place 
in the manner referred to above. In com- 
wenting upon this eas, the Mongolian 
Superintendency quotes the series of 
‘Decrees which were issued with reference to 
tho degradation and removal of the Nomén 
"Han, beginning with that of November 16th, 
1844, in which the crimes alleged against 
him ‘sre summarised, ‘Tho Nomén “Han, 
Galdan Silét'n Samadi Boichahi, had boca 
secured of levying pecuniary exactions, of 
forcibly taking possession of the lands and 
houses of others, of razing dwellings to 
the ground without lawful authority, of 
presuming unwarraniably to use sedans 
and umbrellas of State, of violently sppro- 
jating the goods of traders, and of har- 
uring refugees from justics. A doubt is 
implied, in the decree in question, whether 
the offences alleged agsinst the Numén "Han 
in the report received irom the Resident 
‘at Lassa after enquiry in conjunction with 
the Panshen Erdeni, had not boen of even 
a deeper dye, and whether ho had nut been 
ilty of something more than simple in- 
activity in tho easo of the wound inflicted 
on the neck of the Dalai Lama. Farther 
enquiry was ordered, and the entire and 
absclute degradation’ of the culprit waa 
ordered to be procesded with. In second 
decree of the same date the Imperial 
Resident a Lame, Kishen, was reminded 
that the Nomén "Han had been raised from 
the most lowly condition among the lama 
priesthood to ocenpy tha posta of dignity 
‘conferred upon him, in consideration of his 
fcolesiastical loarning ; and that his con- 
duct in acting overbearingly toward tho 
Dalai Lama, tho ohiet disciple of ‘Tsung- 
khaba, and the Supreme Ruler of the 
Yellow Church throughout the world, had 
been most wicked and intolerable. On 
receipt of @ farther report from Tibet, 
the Mongolian Superintendency and the 
Ministers of the Grand Council submitted 
a proposed sentence to the effect that the 
Nomén "Han, alzesdy degraded from his 
office and deprived of his iitles of 
honour, should be banished to the 
‘Amu ‘and given a3 4 slave to tho 
ivate soldiery ; and farther that on his 
jecense, whether this should occur at the 
pact of banishment or at his native home, 
¢ should be forbidden for ever the privilege

of reappesring again on earth in human 
form, as a warning, to those who bring 
disgrace upon the Yellow Church. On the 
16th May, 1845, an Imperial decree con- 
firmed this sentence, ordering the delin- 
quent to be transporied to the Amur, kept 
in rigorous confinement, and denied sll 
communiestion with atrangers. The 7 
maining terms of the sentence werelikewiso. 
confirmed. In consequence of the Act of 
Grace proclaimed in 1850 (on the socession 
of Hien Féng), a docreo was issued on the 
5th May of that year, permitting the de- 
Tinquent to return to his native place, 
where he was to be kept under rigor 
ous surveillanco by the local authori- 
tics. An application which he submitted 
in 1864 through tho Military Lioutonant- 
Governor of Oh’ahar, tendering a con- 
tribution of Tis. 2,000 for the uses of 
Government, and soliciting permission to 
visit Wu-t'ai! Shan to perform there a dis- 
tribution of alms, was rejected together 
with the proffered amount; and shortly 
after this he died. The Superintendency 
now sums up adversely to the request pre- 
ferred for the reiidmission of the Nomén 
"Han to Tibet.—For resoript see Gazette of 
29th August, 

‘Sept. 8th.—(1) A decree in answer toa 
memorial from the Censor She Yih-taing, 
who has reported the death of a prisoner in. 
the Board of Punishments under suspicious 
circumstances. ‘The deceased had been con- 
fined for many years as accessory to a caso 
of robbery, the principal being still at large, 
and the Censor finds that hia death was 
cceasioned by poison, An enquiry is 
accordingly commanded to be instituted.

Yen Chow. When Chehkiang was re- 
songuered by the Tmperial forees in 1801- 
1802, he once mory enlisted aa a brave, 
tnd having subsequent been discharged, 
he has wandered, about pleking 
livelihood here and there. ‘In April 

he opened an opium shop near Hangchow, 
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which became the resort of several dis 
Danded braves. A plan was devised among 
these men to swear brotherhood toyether, 
and the others placed the prisoner at thoir 
hesd, with the title of Klder Brother 
(Ko Lav.) ‘They adopted the title of United 
Hearst Lodge of the Mountain resorted! to 
by Sages, assumed civil and military titles, 
prepared’ a seal and Ladges, aud beat up 
rectuits for their brotherhood, exch of 
whom was to pay france foe of six 
hundred cash. Whilst in the act of making 
these arrangements prisoner was app) 
ended, on information given ; and in view 
of the’ gravity of his offence, and_ the 
seditiona objucts he had in view, the Gov- 
ernor has ordered him to be sunmarily 
executed. —Rescript : Tt is noted

On the 30th July, the waters 
of Ue Yellow River began suddenly to 
abate, when only some twenty or twenty- 
five junks of the sixth out of the ten 
squadrons had been floated into the north- 
ern section of the Canal, and the silt which 
the water had deposited formed a bank 
outside the entraios of the cutting to a 
lovel, very nearly, with the dry land close ky. 
‘There was nothing to be done but to con- 
stract another dam and dredge ont the 
channel again to s proper depth, and this 
Iahour was at once proceeded with, a force 
of coolies hired for the occasion working 
day and night under the direction of the 
civil and military officials on the spo 
‘The river having ‘once more risen_on the 
Srd August and succeeding days, the dam 
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was opened on the 7th, but again, the 
current not being sufficiently direct, « heavy 
deposit took place, and all the efforts that 
ould be brought to bear only succeeded 
in passing one more squadron into the 
Canal, It was necessary to asiomble « 
force of labourers once again to dig out the 
channel, and the officer commanding at 
Chang-ts'in was farther applied to for the 
assistance of a detachment of his troops. 
The dredging was completed by the 9th, 
and on the afternoon of the following day 
the whole of the remaining vessels succes- 
sively effected their entrance into the 
Canal. By the 13th, all had reached Lin- 
twing, where the entire fleet of 430 mil 

od out of the Canal into the river Wei. 

‘he water in this stream is, however, un- 
precedently low, in consequence of the 
drought that has provailed in Honan, the 
Canal being found. on measurement to be 
nino eh'ih (eay 10 foot English) above tho 
level of the Wei. The junks will not be 
able to proseed farther datil a rise of the 
waters takos place. 

Sept. Uth.—(1) A decree based upon

post, why, although upright, industrious, 
and careful in the discharge of his duty, is 
nevertheless lacking in the power of advpt- 
ing himself to circumstances.—Referred by 
retcript for the consideration of the Board 
of Civil office.

by the Board of Revenue, in which it ia 
lad down that any Financial Commissioner 
(Lieutenant-Governor) of a province who 
shall procrastinate in the ission of 
funds which have beem ordered by the Board 
tobe furnished from existing sourees, forthe 
supply of troops, ignoring repeated demands 
for their transmission, shall, on being found 
by the Governor.Goneml ‘or Governar to 
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have been chargeable with willful delay, be 
stripped of his official rank under the law 
relating to abuse of public functions. It is 
farther provided that any Governor-General 
‘or Governor giving encouragement to such 
conduct and negl to denounce the 
offender forthwith, shall be degraded three 
stops of rank and removed to another post — 
the offence being classed as one deliberately 
committed from personal motives. In the 
Statute-law, moreover, it is laid down that 
(lin all ooses of wrongdoing of » general 
nature, where the circumstances are re 
in kind, the penalty shall be eighty blowa. 
Tf the offence be declared as incidental 
to the discharge of public duty, the 
penalty shall be degradation by tiro stops, 
the offender remaining in his office.” 
In the present instance, the Board now 
rules that the ponalty to bo inflicted upon 
Lin Show-t'a must’ be based upon the 
regulation above quoted, entailing his 
deprivation of rank; whilst, with regard 
to the late Governor of ‘Shans, who, 
although ho gave no encouragement to 
the “ae of the Financial Commissioner, 
nevertheless simply adopted his report, 
without investigating the pass records, 
his conduct is not free from blame. It 
is consequently submitted that the late 
Governor, Pao Ytan-shén, be dealt with 
under the siatute against’ general wrong- 
doing, and sentenced to degradation by two 
steps with retention of office, as the equiva 
lent of the penalty of eighty blows.—For 
rescript see Gazetie of 11th inst.

(2) Li Pei-king, Governor of Kweichow, 
memorializes reporting ths result of a trink 
held ino case of riotous conduct on the 
part of certain candidates at the examina- 
tions, The fact is recalled that ab the 
rovineial competition last yeus, when the 
Hentiates were coming up for roll-call, a 
candidate named Hwa’ Kia-jui refused to 
await his proper turn, and endeavoured to 

wush his way into the Examination Hall 

fore his fellows. A disturbance arose in 
‘consequence of hia being obstructed by the 
soldier on duty ; and it was not until after 
Tepeated remonstrances on the part of the 
Governor, and, acting under his orders, 
the rand other officers of the 
examination, that the students were ine 
duced to answer at the roll-call and to 
proveed with the examination, In order 
to check such s tendency as this to in- 
subordination, tho Governor instructed, at 
the close of the examinations, the Prefect 
of Kwei-yang Fu to apprehend the 
man Hwa Kajal, and to alia from 
him on trial the’ names of his com- 
radea in the riot, with a view to sub- 
jecting thom equally with himaclf to 
punishment. This stop was reported to 
the Throne in due course. On trial being 
hold soooedingly, tho court nent for 
the purpovo submitted an application upon 
‘which Hwa Kia-jul was deprived of ‘his 
licentiate's garb, and the names of eight 
of tho persons who had participated with 
him in the riot were ascertained. All 











these persons had, however, effected their 
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escape, without prospect ‘of their appre- 
hhenaion being effected. A report to this 
effect having been submitted through the 
provincial Commissioners of Goverament, 
the memorialist haa now to observe that 
the culprit Hwa Kiajui, a mative of 
the Kwei-chah district, “having graduated 
as a licentiaie in 1874, come up in 1876 for 
the provincial compttition, endeavoured to 
force his wy into the hail under the sp- 
prehension that he would be toolate for the 
roll-call. On being turned back by thesoldier 
at the door, he presumed, on the sire 
of his literste’s garb, to abuse and vilify the 
man; and, paying no heed to the remons- 
‘trance addrested to him by the Governor's 
adjutant, who came up on hesring the dis. 
‘turbance, he still endeavenred to force his 
way in, clamouring wildly at the same time, 
‘Tho Governor hereupon cused him to be 
put under arrest in the guardhouse in 
custody of the officer of instruction of the 
district, but a mob of the candidates, here- 
upon,—the names of eight of whem sre 
known and are sct forth in full, those of 
many other being unascertained, —forced 
their way ints the guardhouse, ‘insisting 
upon the release of the prisoner with great 
clamour, and in tho throng and confusion 
the furniture wae upeot and doors, windows, 
and partitions wore smashod. Order was 
only restored by the personal intervention 
of the Governor (a8 sboro stated). On the 
conclusion of the proceodings thai have 
now been instituted in obedience to the Im- 
perial resoript received, the Governor has 
to submit that the culprit, Hwa Kia-jui con- 
featoe having sought to force his way into 
the Examinstion fall and raisod an uproar, 
though, as regards the assembling of & mob 
to attack the guardhouse, no complicity has 
een brought home to him. Tho statutes 
are found, om thorough search, to contain 
no proviso directly applicable to the 
offence committed, and it is necessary, 
therefore, to deal’ with tho case by the 
rooets of analogy, pronouncing sentence 
tna, mitigaiod bonis, The Goremer, 
accordingly, supports the judgment of the 
court, pronounced in ascordance with 
the statute providing for cases in which 
studenta who fail to pass for their degree, 
ving vent to feelings of resentment at 
{heir lot, may indulge in outbreaks of a 
disorderly naire. Tho penalty for this a 
transportation, which, mitigatad to thenext 
degres, gives ‘a sentence of one hundred 
blows and baniahment for threo years. The 
delinquent to be sccondingly remanded 
to the Magisimcy of his native district, 
whence a proposal should emanate rospat-

480,000 for the year, 
even this smount has’ noi been reniitied 
in full. Owing to the impoverishment 
caused by the long continued state of 
warfere in the province, the total. amount 
of revenue collected from land tax and 
Uekin is but ‘Ts, 600,00 ; and the spoc- 
tacle of the distress under which the 
population labours males it clear that no. 
Increase of taxation is pomible. Thenatural 
wealth existing in the copper mines cannot 
bo doveloped with ompty hands; and am 
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the proposal put forward some time ago by 
the Governo® to raise money by means of a 
foreign loan, which was submitted as the 
last desperate resource, all clao failing, has 
boen defeated and is now impracticable, he 
has nothing farther to do but to fold’ his 
hands and await the assistance tobe derived 
from neighboring jurisdictions, He haa to 
observe, however, that, in addition to the 
‘Tia.

Since the rebellion, however, ‘the province 
of Kweichow having been laid waste in 
every direction, and the population dis- 
persed or annihilated, so that not a tenth 
of its former numbers is now in exist- 
nes, the old salt agencies have virtually 
erased to exist Sze-ch’wan has conso- 
quently lost its’ soures of revenue, and 
what remained to it, on the side of 
Hupeh, has been. threatened by repeated 
proposals for a return to the old system of 
supplying that region from the Hwai-ngan 
sale producing area, Tho arrears of te- 
venue on tha Keweichow provineial account 
amount to upwards of Ts. 1,000,000, and 
no prospect of recovery has presented. it- 
self, The result of an enquiry instituted 
ly the momorialist's orders is a proposition 
that the system of supplying the province 
of Kweichow with salt from Sze-ch'wan 
shall bo resumed, but with the modification 
that the silt bo conveyed to the distribut- 
ing centres by Government agency, and sold 
there to the Hoensed contractors, The 
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mercantile agencion which formerly undor- 
took the business on Government account, 
‘boing large Shensi firms, with an aggregate 
eapital of upwards of Tis. 10,000,000, were 
in « position to undertake tho neodful heary 
Preliminary outlay contingent upon the 
traifc in salt; but these contorns have been 
broken up in consequence of the recent 
troablous period, and the firms which are 
now in existence are merely joint-stock con- 
cerns formed by Kweichow and Sze-ch'wan 
traders, with comparatively limited means. 
‘Enumerating the difficulties which stand in 
tho way of a development of the salt trafic, 
the Governor-General refers to the mul- 
titude of fees which are arbitrarily exacted 
at every tum from the license holders, and 
to the number of lekin offices which are mot 
with in all directions in the province of 
Kweichow, which is overspread by an 
absolute network of such barriers.

The attacking party subsequently retired to 
their customary haunis, whither they were 
yoraued ‘a few days later by a military 
foree, A number of prisoners were taken 
afters succession of encounters, beside 
othera who were killed on the apot, and 
‘the band has been entirely broken up.—

It is requested 
that the high authorities generally be 
‘authorized to lay reevommendations before 
the Throne of euch among their sub- 
ordinates as they considor able and dosory- 
ing, such patronage to be exercised, however, 
under s direct personal responsibility for 
the resulta, 

. Selection of efficient commanders for 
the due discharge of military trusts. The 
paramount importance of obtaining asupply 
of duly qualified military officials being 

‘ized, it is farther to be observed 
that, whilst during the years of warfare 
entailed by the Taiping rebellion, military 

genius was fortheoming in an abundant 
ogres, the officers who distinguished 
themselves during this period have for the 
most part fallen in the field, not more than 
one in ten being still in existence.

neighbourhood of Canton, they had sent 
agents to Shanghai and Chinkiang to pur- 
chase rice for issue to the public at moder- 
ate prices, and who request sanction to the 
exemption of euch importation from all 
levies of Customs’ duty and other taxcs, 
This is accorded. 

(2) A decree based upon a memorial from 
‘Tseng Kwoh-ts'tan, Governor of Shansi, 
sanctioning his proposal to establish agencies 
for the sale of official renksin the provinces 
of Chibli, Kiangsu, Nginhwei, Hupeh, 
Honan, Kwangtung,” Kwangsi, Szech'wan, 
Chéhksiang, and Kisngsi, the ‘proceeds to 
be devoted to the relief ‘of the prevailing 
distress from famine, as the funds other- 
wise forthcoming are declared to be inad- 
equate. The honorary forms of reward 
which may be purchased in pursuance of 
this plan are to be reported in due course 
by the various provincial governments, 
whilst, for mbstantive official ranks or 
mere honorary titles, the Board of Revenue 
is dirvcted to make out 2,000 blank corti. 
ficates and forward them to the Governor 
of Shansi for disposal. 

(8) The Governor-General of Chihli, Li 
Hung-chang, memorialies reporting the 
capture and ‘execution of Jarge numbers 
of brigands who have taken advantage 
of the distress qocasioned by drought to 
infest the highways in the southwest of 
the province. These depredators are con- 
nected. with an organization which sprang 
up, with similar objects, in 1868, at the 
time of the incursion of the Nien Fei ban- 
ditti, and which took the name of the 
Kan Tao Huei, or Cleaver Brotherhood. 
‘he existence of bands of malefactors under 
this name was pointed out in August last in 
a memorial addressed to the Throne by the 
Censor Liu Ngén-p'u, # copy of which was 
forwarded to the memorialist, He now 
details the measures taken for the apprehen- 
sion and summary execution of members 
of the fratemity. (See also Gazette of 24th 
inst.) 

(4) The Governor of Cheh-kiang momo- 
rializes with reforsnes to the works 
fof restoration of the great seawall in 
Hangehow Bay. The estimate originally 
made a nuinber of years ago for the 
cost of this work was upwards of Tacls 
8,000,000; but by meaus of economical 
management during the ten or twelve 
‘years that the work has been in progress, 
the outlay has been kept within some 
"Tis. 6,000,000 or thereabouts. A length 
of 1,240 clay (or say 14,000 feet English 
meagurement), being sections I and ILL 
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of the work as originally estimated for, 
1 remains unexecuted, and this it is 
necessary to go on with in order to com- 
plete the work entirely, The memorialist 
has made three personal visits of inspection 
tothe site, the portion numbered as section 
TH being’of particular imporsance, oving 
to its greater exposure to danger from the 
fores of the waves, and requiring 
strength of construction, On reference to 
the printed Description of the Sea Wall, 
he finds that when soveral thousands o! 
chang of the structure were destroyed by 
the, typhoon of A.D, 1735, the one section 
which remained uninjured was the part 
known as the Leo Yen ‘Tang, measuring 
500 chang in length ; this having been built 
in A.D. 1715. In its construction, blocks 
of stone measuring 6 chiA (say 5 foct 6 
inches English) in length by 2 eh'ih in 
depth, and 1 chth in width were employed, 
laid as headers and stretchers, the ‘blocks 
ig tongued and grooved on their upper 
and lower faces respectively. ‘The wall had 
a thickness of 20 courses, and was 30 <li 
im height. To obtain blocke of similar 
dimensions at the presont day is practically 
out of the question, as question of cost ; 
and a great longth of time is required, 
moreover, in obtaining blocks of the size 
now required in construoting tho soa-wall 
at Hai-yen, The cost estimated for in that 
locality, viz., Tl. 790 per charg, is very 
much higher then the amount of ‘Tis. 480 
per dung whieh is fixed for the Haining 
section, The memorialist refers to the plan 
adopted a century or more ago in building 
the stone embankments which are stil 
standing in the Sung-kiang profecture (near 
Shanghai), in which the blocks were secured 
together by iron bolts GR jaf) and tongues 
(@7j.) Tn the memorial in which the 
then Governor-General of Kiang-nan de- 
scribed the system adopted, he referred to 
the necessity of offering resistance to the 
immense power of the wares, whieh by suck- 
ing asingle stone from its place would shaka 
the entire fabric, and he explained that tho 
ayatem of joints as above described had 
‘adopted, those inner bolts giving a solidity 
fo tho stewature such ab war fap euporior 
to the plan of securing the blocks by 
means of clamps exposed on the outer 
surface. The Governor, after consul- 
tation with the chief provincial author- 
ities, has mow decided with reference to 
the pending works, that the 620 chang con- 
stituting section II shall be constructed 
aceording to the plan previously adopted, 
‘except that xr height must be allowed, 
in order to obviate the danger of the waves 
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leaking over the embankment, in oon- 
sequence of the site being exceptionally 
low. Persons who viewed tle subject super- 
ficially have recommended with a view to 
economy, that the substructure of piling 
should be raised higher, in order to give 
greater elevation, but this plan is scouted 
8 providing too insecure a foundation. Tt 
is consequently proposed to make the 
height 20 instead cf 18 courses, thus bring- 
ing’ the face of the wall to a height of J 
cl'th, each block having a breadth of 1 eh'th 
2 tun, and a depth of 1 ch'ih, the length 
varying from 3 to 6 ci'ih, "The outer 
courses it ix proposed to join together by 
iron bolts and tongues as in the case 
of the’ work above-mentioned near Shang- 
hai, the bolts employed for the purpose 
to be of the best wrought iron, 4 tun 
in length by 1 ti'un diamator, and three 
and one-tenth un circumference, each 
weighing about one catty.

Among 
the prisoners was one named Wang Yoo: 
shéng, alia: Wang San, under sentence of 
decapitation, who cried out declaring 
himaelf a vietim of injustice when arraigned 
for trial; and the memorialists hereupon 
deputed certain officials to hold an inves 
tigation of his caso. According to 1 
report received from them, prisoner di 
clared as follows :—“ T was a subsltorn 
officer of the Plain White Banner of th 
Imperial Household troops, and was i 
duced on the Srd May, 1876, by an in- 
dividual named Wang’ Kih-kw'an, with 
whom a giv member of the Imperial 
clan, named Jui Kwang, had quacrelled, 
to join him in an attack upon Jui Kwang, 
in the course of which the latter was 
mortally wounded. On being arraigned 
this day atthe Palace assize, T do not 
see Wang Kih-kw’an brought before the 
Court. As I alone am placed on trial, 
Ihave ried out protosting against injutics 
done me.” The memorialists have to 
submit, hereupon, that the prisoner in 
question was condemned to death, same 
time since, by a Court convened for 
the purpose of investigating the charge 
against him, the sentence being based upon 
the statute which provides for cases of 
murder of members of the Imperial kindred 
of the Gioro clase ; the individaal named 
Wang Kih-kw'an being also apprehended 
and separately dealt with, all of which was 
duly reported to the Throne. Tn onder that 
it may now beascertsined whetherin making 
his personal appeal for justice the prisoner 
in this case has sought to shife the blame on 
another through dread of the fate to which 
ho was himself docmod, or whothor any 
injustice Ine actually Vofallen him, it is 
proper that solicitetion bo made for the 
appointment of Imperial Commissioners to 
join with the memorialisis and the Imperial 
Clan Court in instituting a further trial ; 
and that the name of Wang Yeo-shing 
should be withdrawn from the list of eou- 
demned felons submitted to the Assize.—

‘The Hat fills seventecn 
pages of the Gazette, embrucing the names 
of 71 parsona. 

(2) Pring Viclin, Tospector-Coneral of 
the Naval forees’ along the Yang-taza- 
Kiang, memorializes reporting the <om- 
pletion of one of his periodical tours of 
inspection, ascending the river from its 
mouth to the Tung-ting Lake. He takes 
tho opportunity of doveribing once more 
his bodily infirmities, in despito of which

(8) Tso Tsung-t'ang, Governor-General 
of Kansuh, eic., reports in a postscript. 
memorial upon the cuinage question within 
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his jurisdiction. On the 16th April, 1876, 
he reevived a despatch from the Board of 
Revenue embodying its report upon the 
proposal, submitied 0 tho Throne ty the 
enw Lik ‘Kwoh-Kivang, who, of the 
ground of the progressive diminution in # 
amount of current Government cash, asked 
‘that orders be given for the coining of cash 
‘of the proper standard in each province, with 
‘view to the duemaintenanceof the currency 
‘system. The Board's observations here- 
upon were as follows :—'‘ The whole of the 
‘oppor heretofore required for the ccinage 
in the various proviaees was procured froma 
‘Yunnan ; but the communications vere in- 
terrupted by tho outbresk of the rebellion 
a quarter of a century ago, the copper 
imines have been abandoned, and the pro 
vinees in which mints were in operation 
have one after the other reported the neces- 
sity of mspending the coinage, owing either 
to.the impossibility of providingthemselves 
with copper, or to the exigaticias imposed 
pon them by asiats of warfare, ‘Tho re- 
sult has been that illegal coinage. has flonr- 
ished, and popular distress has been daily 
‘on tho inorense, scemingly without prospect 
of reaching an ‘ond, With those. connicer- 
‘ations before the Board, it issued, in May, 
1s70, instructipne to the various provineisl 
govemments, when forwarding specimen 
cath with tho title adopted for the now 
reign, desiring them to procure copper as 
of old and redpen their mints, in com- 
isnce with the standing regulations 
The governments of the” provinces of 
‘Kwanogsi aud Hunan have reported here- 
‘upon, that owing to the embarrassed state 
of their finances, they could not raise the 
funds requisite for the prime cost of the 
eopper, for which reason they requested to 
hetallwed fo getjone opera Tho 
Board replied disapproving the proposal, 
ani calling upon the governments conerrmed 
fo devise ways and means for the resstablish- 
ment of their mints, in order that proper 
weight might be given to the jons 
Mfvciing the production of currency. The 
Sensor above-named has now dvelt in his 
memorial upon the evils contingent upon 
the lack of a proper coinage, and has 
solfcited that the Board be commanded to 
decide upon the regulations which should 
be ad in the matter ; and his views 
are undoubtedly inspired ‘by a desire to 
soctify oxiating dafacta, in the interost of tha 
eopla. In the matter of ths evinage, 
Jowaver, the first quostion to bo aitended to 
is that of administration, In tho yoar 1874, 
the Governor of ¥innan, e's Yi-ying, 
reported having obiained by way of ox: 
Porimont from four of tho coppor smolting- 
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works in the province 1,000,000 catties of 
motal (aay 600 tons—ace Gazette of Juno 
20th, 1879), which was to be forwarded to 
Poking for the cash ooinage. It had not, 
however, been ascertained thus iar how 
much métal the four smelting works could 
yield per annum. There were, in addition, 
between 30 and 49 other works, which were 
in astate of total abandonment; but the 
Board has received no informazion as to 
the success of the endeavours made to 
induce merchants to undertake the working 
of these places. ‘There is reason to appre- 
hend, therefore, thet if the provinces 
generally were to resort to Yunnan for 
supplies of metal, their demands eould not 
be satisfied. On the other hand, it is 
known that copper is an article of import 
by foreign merchants at ports along the 
ud if agents were sont to the various 
ports with instructions to purchase copper, 
whether native or foreign, whilst at the 
same time the Govemor of Yinnan pro- 
canded to take stops withont delay for the 
opening of the now abandoned. smelting- 
houses, a supply which would be adequate 
to the requirements for coinage purposes 
might without doubt be obtained. The 
Board, however, would not take upon itself 
to lay down a law as to the point st which 
any givon province should ebtain ita supplies 
of copper or as to the financial source from 
which it should draw its funds for purchases 
of material. Excluding from consideration 
the provinces of Yunnan aad Szech'wan, in 
which mints have already been sei going, 
producing the ordinary standard cus, and 
in which there is rio occasion to. re~ 
quire the coinage of ten-eash tokens (such 
as form the currency of Peking), the Board 
solicited that Imperial injunctions be laid 
upon the governments of all the remaining 
rovinet, desiring them to take measures 
for restoring the coinage system and for 
utting down tho evil, as alloged by the 
Vensor, of illicit issues irom private mints, 
A rawrgt folloned, in the words © Be it ux 
is proposed,’”—On receipt of the foregoing 
instructions, the memorialist, whilst admit- 
ting the signal importance of the establish- 
ment of mints for the production of exsh, 
must submit that means are not fertheom- 
ing within his jurisdiction for tho heavy 
expenditure that aust, as a preliminary 
step, be provided. ‘Thesubsidies due from 
other provinces fail to arrive, the provincial 
exchequer ia exhausted, and the campaign 
im progroms beyond the Wall ia not yct at 
an end. Ale would urge therefore that he 
be allowed to postpone farther action until 
such time as poace has heen restored and 
funds aro onco more in hand, In the

occupied incessantly, by day and night, with 
earnest endeavours to conduct aright the 
task of gorernment, everything depends 
upon the activity with which the functio 
aries of the State, from the highest to the 
lowest, throughout the Hmpire, bring their 
natural gifts to bear and devote their 
utmost energies to the accomplishment 
of their duty, with the object of striving 
unitedly to relieve the prevailing difficulties. 
If it bo true, ag the memorialist asserts, 
that the heads of the central departments 
of Stato and the high provincial auth 
ities are in the constant habit of shufflin,

He acknowledges the 
Feceipt of a decree forwarded to him on the 
23rd ult. by & Council despatch, which was 
dased upon a memorial presented by a 
member of the Hanlin College named Ho 
Kin-show, who had urged the speedy pro- 
vision of a substantial amount of funda to 
enable grain to be purckasod and iaaued at 
a reduced price ; and he proceods to observe 
that the provinces of Chihli, Shansi, and 
Honan have suffered this year under a 
protracted drought, Shansi being the prov- 
Ineo in which the sovareit degros of the 
calamity has been experienced, and in 
which, also, searcity and dearth have 
Tae gthe densttefthormperal santa 

joining the domain of the Em ital, 
at the sume time, the province of hibit 
tle demands attantion in the shape of 
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relief mossures. ‘The recommendations 
submitted by Ho Kin-show, tending toa 
distribution of grain at reduced rates, are 
prompted undoubtedly by a wise foresight, 
and it is undeniable that the system in 
question has always been regarded as 
‘occupying ® foremost place in the 
measures called for in seasons of flood 
or drought. Already, in September last, 
the momorialist despatched agents to Man- 
churia, as he reported ai the time to the 
Throne, to make purchases of food sup- 
; but, as regards the proposal advanced 
bie Kin-show, thst the memorialist 
\ould advance from his provincial Treastiry 
some 200,000 to 300,000 Taels, and should 
Negotiate a foreign loan in addition, to 
ceup the total to Ths. 1,000,000, such 
an amount as this, as is obs ith per- 
fect truth in his Majesty's sacred com- 
mands, is not easily got together at a 
moment's notice. A sum of Tis. 110,000 
was some time ago provi by the pro- 
Vineial authorities at Tiontsin and Pauting 
Fru, and sanction has now further been ap- 
plied for in a separate memorial to appro- 
‘iste an additional Tls_ 100,000 from the 
d_ accumulated in 00] cash for the 
military chest of the field foreo in Chihli, 
making a total of Tls, 210,000, the whole 
of which is to be devoted to the re 
quirements of the province of Chihli, 
from all that is being done on 
Dobalf of Shansi and Poking ittlf.

plies. Neither would it be advisable to 
‘attempt the shipment of grain by sea to 
the mouth of the Ta Ts'ing Ho, that is to 
say, the new mouth of the Yellow River, 
with the view of reaching K'ai-féng Fu by 
this means. Sea-going vessels are unable 
to enter the Yellow River, and in the 
absence of tow-paths it would be difficult 
in the extreme to drag country boats up 
against the stream, whilst the numerous 
shallows to be encountered would be a con- 
tinual source of obstruction. The me- 
morialist, who made uso of the Ta ‘Ts'ing 
Ho for the transport cenenicas, of ~~ 
during his campaign against the Nien Fei 
in Pasninng (2 years ago), knows full 
well what difficulties are to be looked for in 
that quarter. He would observo that in 
certain parts of the province of Honan, 
such as Kwei-tdh and Ch’én Chow, there 
has been a middling yield from the 
aut harvest, and in the departments of 
‘Tsining and Tsao-chow (in Shantung), and. 
Yingechow, ‘and Show-chow (in Ngan- 
hwei), all ‘bordering upon Honan, thars 
has also been a harvest. In Ts'ac-chow the 
Yellow River is accessible, and in Ying- 
chow and Show-chow there are the 
Hwai Ho and the Sha Ho ope as 
‘means for the conveyance of supplies. In 
previous memorials, the importance of 
‘cconomizing in the matter of transport has 
already been dwelt upon ; and it has to'be 
‘observed, in addition, that the agent senb 
by the Governor of Hfonan te Tientsin took 
away some time ago the Tis. 60,000 which 
‘were ordered to be appropriated to that 
province, whilst a request for the payment 
of the balance due has just come to hand, 
which serves to prove that there must be 
supplies available for purchase in that prov- 
ince. It is not necessary, therefore, that 
the government of Chihli should under-

it was only partially felt. To the north and 
‘cast of Poleing thors has bodn & fiir orop, but 
in tho immodiato environs of tho cspital 
and to the westward, including Yik-chow, 
‘tho harvest has boon only middling ; and in 
the ‘Nentsin, Ohao-chow, Ting-chow, Tai- 
ming, Shun-ieh, and Kwang-p’ing divisions 
‘the yield has been poor, In Ho-kien Fa 
and three other divisions drought has been 
most severely felt ; and on the whole, the 
rainfall and consequent yield have been 
extremely capricious in even closely adja 
‘cant localities. ‘The distress, however, has 
not boon nearly s0 severe’ or widely ex- 
‘tended axis represented by Ho Kin-show. 
Some time ago, already in view of the 
actual scarcity, the Governor-General callgd 
‘upon the cial authorities to advance 
from the Treasury the sum of ‘Tis. 110,000, 
with which he despatched agents to purchase 
grain, other than rice, in Manchuria, for 
purposes of distribution as might be neces- 
sary, and he farther held out inducements 
for importations by private enterprise from 
all quarters. He has, therefore, virtually 
anticipated the recommendations laid before 
the Throne. In view of the fact, moreover, 
that farthar provision ia neaded for tha long 
poriod yet to be looked forward to befora the 
coming Spring, he has taken counsel with 
his principal subordinates, and detormined 
upon borrowing a sum of money from tho 
fund set apart for the maintenance of his 
fiold-force, which is doposited at intoreat 
in the hands of pawnbrokors. The amount 
‘of 150,000 atcings of cash, oquivalent to 
about Tis. 100,000, hae been called in by 
his orders, to make good an advance 
already taken from the coast defence fund, 
and with thie sam in hand further pur- 
chases of grain have been ordered to be 
made in Manchuria The market there 
Jhas been already stripped of all the old 
stock of grain, and the now season's sup- 
Ply is only beginning to arrive at New- 
chwang; But the purchases vhich will be 
made during the winter will be delivered 
so soon as the river opens again next 
Spring. There have already been allotted 
to the districts that have suffered most 
severely, viz, King Chow, Fu-ch’éng, 
Kiso Ho, Hisn Hien, Ho-kien, “een is 
‘amount in all of 25,000 piculs of kao-liang 
nillet, for which the authorities have beon 
directed to send to Tientsin:; and official 
agents havo morover been sont to all paria 

the country to examine the state of 
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aGaire and institute measures of distribu- 
tion, cither gratuilous or otherwise, In 
tho ‘Tai-ming’ prefecture, funds have been 
borrowed from the leGin revenue, and 
further amounts have bean raised by the 
authorities for the purchase of winter 
wheat, both for-sale and for advances 9s 
seed-corm, There is resgon-to expect eon- 
siderable importations of grain st Tienisin 
‘vate account, before the river closes, 
which will help to’ oko out the deficiencies 
onthe part of Government ; but large sums 
of money will still be requisite to mest the 
expenditure for relief in the various districts 
afiected. It is proposed to raise another 
sum of ls, 100,000 toward this end, 
it if, noo from the military chest « 
the Pau-ting Fu field force ; and. wherever 
possible the system of relief works in the 
shape of well-sinking, which has already 
deen instivuted to some extent, will be 
carried into practice. It ia requested that 
encouragement may be held out to the 
waalthy to contribute toward the prevailing 
need, and the liberality of a resident of 
Ho-kien Fu, named Han Yih-tang, who 
‘hos subssribed Tis. 3,000, is submitted to 
notise. Procautions against acta of rapino 
‘and disorder have not booa omittod.—A 
rosoript exprosses approbation of the fore- 
going report. 

Now, 16th. —Totng Kwoh-ts'tan, Gov- 
emor of Shansi, memorislizes reprosenting 
the vast proportions of the requirementa 
entaled By the famine ia that province, 
and soliciting permision for an exten 
sion of the sale of office aysiom in 
order to provide funds for relief.

Already, 
up to the prosent moment, 78 department 
and districts are officially rotumed as in a 
famine-strickon condition, and the number 
of individuals reduced to vant and depend- 
ent upon official support is not less than 
from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 souls, Should 
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the supplics fall off, ib is to be feared 
1© whole of the southern part of the 
rorinoe will become wholly degopulaied. 
thout fands to the extent of at least 
8,000,000 or 4,000,000 Taels for the distri~ 
bution of relict duzing the coming winter 
and spring, means will be wanting for tho 
work in hand. Under these circumstances 
the Governor solicits sanction to the raising 
of funds by the sale of office, and entreats 
that ho may be supplied with’ 2,000 cortif- 
cates issued in blank by the Board of 
Revenue, for distribution to purchasers in 
the different provinces.—For rescript seo 
Gazette of 29th October.

When this man first collected a band of

vigorous attack upon them, with the result 
‘that several hundreds were slaughtered. 
The report of the facts, as ascertained, is 
consequently now submiitied. It is com- 
manded, hereupom, that Ytian Ting-kiao, 
{or his manifold offences in fomenting die. 
turbance, heading attacks upon the anthor- 
ities of Government, etc. be summarily 
Yeheaded. The district Magistrate whose 
improper conduct is exposed in the report, 
is stripped of his rank and banished to the 
inilitary post roads to erpiate his offence. 
‘The two brevet Briyade-Generals Liu Tao- 
| tsung and Lui Yith-ch’un are held answer- 
able for the exeesses committad by the 
troops under their command. Both are 
sashiered, and the former is sentenced to 
transportation to Sungaria, and the latter

\éng is considered to havo behaved in & 
manner unworthy of his office in failing to 
keep his subordinates under proper dis- 
ciplino, and he is enshiared, together with 
tho district Magisirate of Pung-hiang who 
preceded the official referred to above, s8 
he iz shown to have feiled in tho duty of

@) The Superintendent of the Imperial 
Manufactory at Soochow reports the com- 
pletion and despatch to Poking of the 
ating, ete., required on ascount of the year 
1876, one of the pariods of delivery on a 
large scale. It has boon customary of lato 
oars, for the purposes of such doliveries, 
$o reveive from the provincial treasury 
‘the sum of Tis. 82,000, whereupon 4/10ths 
of tho Full quantities’ of material which 
shoald be supplied, according to regulation, 
to the Board of Revenue and to the 
perial Household are provided and de- 
spaiched. For the delivery of 1876 a sum 
of the above amount having been pro: 
vided, purchases of the raw material were

(Q) The Tutor of the Imperial Academy, 
Pao Ting, in a postscript memorial, dwells 
upon the increasing nurabers of the Tmnperial 
Clanamen (eve aleo sbove, No. 7), and urges 
the necessity of enlarging the provision 
made for their edueation, and for rescuing 
them from the distress to which many of 
them aro reduced by poverty. He asks 
that some tens of thousands of tacls may 
tbe provided from any available source, to be 
Ient in. sums of 60 taels to impoverished 
nung ahih, in order to Keep them from the 
ands of the usurers to whom they are 
now compelled to resort.

In oxplanation of the inability experienced 
to make up the amount required by regula- 
tion, the following facts aro staied. ‘Tha 
duties heretofore Ioviable on acoount of the 
Board of Revonuo wore wholly derived 
from the merchandize conveyed backwards 
and forwards by tho large finns doing 
Dusiness with Kiangeu, Ohéhkinng, Sac 
ch'wan, and Kwangting ; whilst the 
duties” sceruing to the Board of 
Works were yielded by the wood-rafts 
coming down from Hu-kwang, and the 
trade in bamboos and lesser timber pro- 
duced in the province itself. ‘The rebellion, 
however, ad entirely impoverished tha 
trade of the port, and even where produce 
of superior value is actually forthcoming, 
still, since the opening of the ports 13 
foreign trade, steamers hare plied con 
timucusly between them, and the moment 
fa transit pass is issued by the Maritime 
Customs to foreign imporis brought in or 
native produce exported, all that is allowed 
is to subject the goods to examination, no 
levy of duty upon them being permitted, 
‘The collection of duties thus wholly enures 
to the benefit of the Maritime Customs. 
Tn other respects, owing to the devastation

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outbroaks had been fomented at Han-ch’ong 
and elsewhere, he had despatched troops 
to arrest the offenders, but that there had 
hoen mo such thing 2s wanton matsacro 
‘of tho wnoffonding, neither had ho sur- 
rounded himself with troops for hie own 
Tho statomonts sot forth in 
‘are approved as not other- 
vise than satisfactory ; and the Governor is 
commanded to institute all measures that 
may be requisite for the rclisf of distress, 
Tho Beard of Revenue is called upon to 
allot the sum of Tasls 50,000 to be 
forwarded to Shensi for disbursement 
under vigilant superintendence on the 
Governor's part.

middle of June, when. they were closed in 
the hope that’ tho summer rains would 
arrive at their usual period and avert 
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farther distress. This expectation, how- 
ever, has not been realized. The three 
prefectures North of the Yellow River, 
together with the prefectures of Kai-feng 
and Ho-nsn, and tho depertments of Shen- 
chow and Ju-chow, have remained until 
now without rain. It has been determined 
‘to establish four relief agencies at the 
provincial capital, viz., one in each of the 
suburbs, which were opened successively 
on tho 22nd and 27th October, when up- 
wards of 49,000 destitata persons flocked 
azound them to receive 6 pittance of food, 
their numbers increasing, moreover, daily. 
The hagyard and woe-begone spect of 
these unfortunates the memorialist  de- 
scribes as pitiable in the extreme. With 
the exception of Kwei-tsh Fu, Ch’én-chow, 
Hi-chow, Nan-yang Fu, Jy-ning Fa, and 
Kwang-chow, the entire provinea has 
faffored from drought, and measures have 
Been talon to isms ‘relief thrangh the 
various local authorities. For the wants of 
the provincial oapital, « sum of Ths. 18,000 
has beon placed in the hands of the district 
“Magistrate on tho apot to buy grain for the 
‘use of the roliof agencios ‘Tis. 15,000 
have beox alloted to the district Magistracy 
of Tei-yiian. To other districts and de- 

monte sume of from Tle. 1,000 to 

Is. 2,000 havo been allotted. In order to 
provide, moreover, for the famine refugees 
who may have wandered from the neigh- 
bourhood of their homes, it has been 
determined to establish two large agencies 
at the district city of Yen-tsin in Wei- 
hei Fu and at Miao Kung in Hwai-k'ing 
Fu rerpectivly.

On the let day of 
the ninth moon (Oct, 7th), Onr army 
entered the city of Kharashar, and on the 
9th October the town of Kurla was me 
ocoupied, Upon this, Bayen Hu again 
retreated westward by way of Yang Sar, 
but being vigorously pursued by Liu Kin- 
Wang, at the head of the advanced guard, 
for & distance of several hundred (i, the 
insurgents were come up with at the 
Mahommedan village of Pakaorh, where 
they olfered battle” Our troops stacked 

im boldly, and in successive encounters 
insted (Ge in kiled spon the rebels of 
sume 1,500 men. On the 18th October 
Kuché Was taken, and nmnberless other 
fortified towns and villages of the Mahom- 
medang were recovered. The number of 
Mahommedans who have been delivered 
from the authority imposed upon them by 
fhe insurgents amcunts to some hundred 

‘The offensive operations thus carried into 
effect have bean conducted moat 
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fally. Lat Tso Teung-t'ang continue to 
Girect the farther advance of the various 
forces engaged, profiting by the victories 
already achioved te desizoy or capture with 
‘a5 little delay na possible tho robol lender 
Bayen Hu, and to restore to a state of 
‘order the territories appertaining to Our 
rule, 

‘We sinction the submission of @ list of 
the officers and men who havedistinguished 
themselves on this occasion, vith recom- 
mendations of reward. Let the names of 
those who are reported as having been 
Killed in action, yiz., the General Wang 
King-fub, Brevet Brigale-General Tséng 
Wen-téh, ‘first captain Yang Yih-ch’ang, 
brevet first-captains Yang Psorlin and Li- 
K’ing-ts'ing, second-captain Lino Han-k'ing, 
lieutenants Sun Téh-shéng, K’ang-fuh, and 
Ling Tebvahéng, and“ ergeants ‘Teng 
C’hén-chung and Yen Téh-shéng, be hand 
‘over to the Board of War forthe proposal 
of posthumous rewards on a distinguished 
scale, for'the comfort of the spirits of the 
devoted dead.

(1) Tan Chung-lin, Governor of Shensi, 
reports an outbreak of mwutiny on the part 
of a body of irregulars, some 200in number, 
who, on being ordered with other detach- 
ments to move to the westward of Si-ngan 
Fu. into the districts disturbed by move- 
ments of banditti, were persuaded by two 
of their commanding officers to robel against 
the orders received, boing felasly assured 
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by the latter that if they marched on to tha 
destination assigned them they would prob- 
ably be sent on to join the army of the west, 
and exposa thamialves to great hardships, 
Te would be bettar, these instigators re- 
marked, to loot the town of King-yang, 
which was close at hand, and make off to 
their homosin Szo-ch' wan with the plunder ; 
and thy threatened with death aay who 
should refuse to follow thom. Whilst the 
roarmost: division, numbering 200 mon, 
eli tefl Au areca Tam 
division, headed by lioutenant Kiang Ming- 
chung end another eubaliera named Wang 
‘Téng:kao, hereupon made an irruption into 
the distriet city, outting down the sentinel at 
the gate, and having set fireto the place began 
to plunder the inhubitante, The Disttict 
Magistrate assembled a body of braves to 
resist the ssmailants, who were at length 
Griven from the place witha loss of five of 
their number, who were killed by tiles 
hurled at them from the housetops by the 
inhabitants, six of the townsfolk and soldiers 
being killed om the other side. So svoti as 
intelligence of the afiair reached the 
Governor's ears, a body of troops was 
despatched in pursuit of them, and they were 
surrounded in a mountain defile, where the 
leader Kiang Ming-chung, and another 
named Si Jui-yiin, were taken prisoner, 
and some 10 or 16 of the mutineers were 
slain, ‘The loss on the side of the Govern- 
ment troopa was one Killed and several 
wounded, The two captured ringleaders 
have boon put to death, and their heads 
hava been sent round the military eanton- 
ments and the scene of their misdeeds by 
way of oxomplary warning. Active moa 
sures have been taken for the apprehension 
of tho two minor leaders who have thus 
far sacaped capture.-—For retript see 
Gascite of 2nd Novomber. 

‘Dec. 6th.—(1) A docrce referring to a 
memorial presented some time ago by the 
Conaor Li Kia-yoh, who accused the Li 
ani-Governor ‘and Finaucial Commis 
of Honan, Lin Tsi-hien, of levying merci- 
lest exactions from the famine-strickem 
districts, grestly to the detriment of the 
region under his control, and a Tuotai named 
Yin Kéng-yun of interfering unwarrantably 
with public business and of committing 
malpractice: under fictitious pretexts, a3 
alep the Taotat named Liu Chéng chung of 
being in infirm health, and allowing his 
duuties to fall into alax condition of manage- 
ment. On recoipt of this memorial s lecres 
was issued appointing Ts'ung K'i and Shao 
‘Héng-yii to proceed to the spot to institute 
fan enquiry (see Gazelte of 6th October.) At 
a latar period, the Censor Ya Shang-hwa 
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memorialized representing the Governor 
of Honan, Li Kingngao, an negligent 
incapable, ‘and regardless of the principles 
which sbould bs his guide. ‘This alao wan 
communicated to the commissioners above- 
named, with instructions to investigate the 
truth of tha allogations made. They have 
now memorialized reporting as follow 
With reference to the statoment, contained 
in tho list of accusations, to tho affect that 
the Profeot of Woihwoi Pu, Li Tsh-yii by 
namo, hed beon removed from his post for 
reporting hia profecture as fainine-atricken, 
ittefound that although this officer's at 
tendance was called for by the Judicial 
Commissioner for the purpose of attending 
to the trial of corinin cases, yet his removal 
from his post was, in fact, due to ana) 
plication made by the Financial Commis 
Honer owing to fis having reported, the 
Prefectire as faminesstricken. An enquiry 
into the proportion of ravente collected in 
the distressed districts shows that from 50 
to. per cent. of the total amounts due 
hsd been got in during the first half of the 
year, and this goes to prove that the com- 
plaint of stringency in enforcing the callec- 
ion Was not without aome foundation ; but 
there is truth in the statement that the 
local authorities had been deterred from 
venturing to report their districts as suifer- 
ing from the prevailing scarcity, As regards 
the statement that the distressed poprilation 
of the Ho-nan and Ju-ning Prefectures had 
shewn symptoms of threatening revolt, the 
fast ae, that the "Sword Bandits of 
those prefectures had con, A in nome 
Teesceel may anise of getig ede 
which cther bands lad improssed th 
sufferorm from famine to jein them in 
atiacking and plundering tomé of tho 
villages ; but these marauders have already 
beon procueded against and dispersed, No 
such oases had ocourred oo that of whole 
fanulies drven to commit auicide togeler 
), owing to the severity with 
which the Agony ang Magistrate id pressed 
for the payment of the laud-tax ; neither 
is it true that on the Distict Magistrate of 
Tei-yuan forwarding repeated statements 
of the degree to whic his district was 
affected, the Taotai and Prefect his superiors 
had refused to forward lis reports, lest 
they should ineur the Financial Commis- 
sioner'a displeanure. It is untrue, likewise 
that the Financial Commissioner is on bad 
terns with the Governor, or that he both 
dictates to his superior and acta oppressive- 
ly toward his subordinates. No ‘proof has 
beon elicited of the ast of misconduct 
alleged against the Taotai Yin Kéng-ytin, 
The banditi at Kioh-isze Shan have long 
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since boon put down. With roforonce to 
tho Trotai Lin Ch'gngahu, it ia in- 
correst to state that he is in an in 
firm state of health; and his duties 
are not neglected. With reference to the 
Governor, Li K'ing-ngee, it is formd thet 
althongh he is not in rhust healih, yet, 20 
far ns his powers of walking, standing, and 
Keieeling’ nce concer, lis strength, re- 
maing as usual, He has not suppressed 
the edicts announcing the Iuperial bounty 
in the shape of remissions of taxation and 
bestowal of relief, The charges brought 

inst his son, Li Ful formerly 
Magistrate of the Ning-ling district, who 
was acctised of abusing the influence due 
to his father’s potition, ate declared to be 
unfounded. On receipt of this report, a 
homily is addressed to the Governor upon 
the ddties which are incumbent upon hin 
asan official entrusted with the Guvern- 
ment of a province, and he is declared to 
have been guilty of mexligence in failing to 
inform himself inore speedily and to make 
due provision with reference to the dronght 
and scarcity with which it has been visited. 
The severity with which the collection of 
tha taxes has been insisted upon ix con- 
domned ; and the Bowed of Civil Office is 
commanded to determine what penalty 
thould be inflicted in the caso of tho 
Governor nnd the Financial Commissioner 
respectively. As the Taotai Yin Kéng-yiin 
is oxoulpated from tho charges of abuso of 
authority, and of accepting bribes, which 
had been brought againat him, and as 
moreover his decease has been reported, 
his case need not farther be brought in 
question, The ‘Taotai Liu Ch’éng-shu 
having vacated his pst in consequence of 
being placed in mourning on the death of a 
parent, and it heing reported by the Com- 
missioners that he is not altogether equal 
to the physical exertion entailed by .walk- 
ing, standing, and kneeling, it is eom- 
manded that, on the expiry of his period 
of mourning, the Governor of Kiangsu 
is to report upon his state of health, In 
conclusion, earnest injunctions are again 
Jaid wpon the Governor, desiring him to do 
all that the condition of the people of the 
provinee requires. 

(2) The Literary Chancellor of the province 
of Kwangting memorializes exposing the 
aboa which he bas fond prevailing inthe 
examination system in that province, where 
the practice of employing substitutes to pass 
in tho slond of the sctnal candidate for 
dogrecs is extremely frequent, as alao the 
abnse of smuggling esssys into the com. 
petitors’ cells. He had eansed the arrest of 
20 persons acting as substitutes at the 
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recent primary examinations, whom he had. 
handed over to the proctor to be punished 
according to law.

It is inconceivable that they 
should themselves indulge in slothful in- 
dolencs, and make light of their public 
duties, ’ Tt has been brought to our know- 
ledge of late, however, that the heads of 
the varfous Boards and other departments 
of State shew themselves lovers of ease 
and shrink from active exertion, failing to 
bring proper degree of assiduity to bear 
in the performance of their duty. When, 
perchance, they pay visit to their offices, 
it is at an hour unseasonably late, and it 
takes place as a mere empty form. The 
[responsible chiefs) having thus no time 
to devote to the scrutiny of affairs, it 
follows that the heads of the various 
bureaux remain without adequate con- 
trol for either good or ill, and a general 
habit of carelessness (Iaisser aller) has grown 
up in consequence. Business which should 
be attended to accumulates in arrears, and 
all the abtiaes which attend upon astate of 
decay in the vigor of administration are 
found to flourish. It is impossible, under 
such circumstances, that daily improve- 
ient shoald be seen in the conduct of 
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Government. For the future, the heads of 
the various departments of State must hold 
themselves bound to aim unitedly at a 
course of conduct distinguished by up- 
rightness and loyalty, ‘to nse active 
efforts to infuse energy into the conduct 
of affairs. Let them visit their offices 
regularly, and not fail to reich them 
betimes, tothe end that they may set 
good example to their subordinates, and 
not again be guilty of the malpractices, so 
long continued, of negligence, dread of 
responsibility, and adherence. to, routine : 
to the end that the Sovereign's earnest 
desire for the good conduct of the task of 
administration, anxiety for which ix ever 
present, by day and night, in his mind, 
may be duly furthered. Let this be pro- 
mulgated for the information of all.

1ith,—(1) A decree based upon a 
memorial from the Censor Féng K’ing-lin, 
who has represented the necessity of com- 
mands being issued enjoining increased 
atiention to the diligent discharge of the 
duties of administration. The high 
authorities throughout the Empire are 
directed hereupon to call upon all their 
subordinates to be active in applying 
remedies to all hardships and grievances 
affecting the well-being of the people st 
lange. ‘Thestatoment being advanced by the 
same Censor in & postecript memorial, to 
the effet that. in the provinge of Kirin 
cases of homicide are allowed to pass un- 
noticed, squeezes are, levied from the 
aniners, and duties are illegally imposed by 
‘ticial ‘underlings, the tention of the 
Military Goveruor is called to these 
charges, and he is directed to give order 
toall hia subordinates to rectify the alleged 
abnacs, 

(2) ‘T’an Chung-lin, Governor of Shensi, 
memorializes in reply to an Imperial decres 
bringing to his knowledge the tenour of 
accusations whish had boon laid before the 
Throne by a certain individual, to the 
effect that the local authorities in the pro- 
vince of Shensi were careless of the vital 
interests of the population in connection with, 
‘tho provailing famine, and also of a momo- 
rial presented by the Oourt of Censors, 
embodying a statement lodged vith them 
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dy certain notables, imploring measures of 
salvation for the afflicted districts in Shansi. 
‘The Governor, on being commanded to 
offer his observations hereupon, haa bean 
overwhelmed with consternation at the 
sound of the Imperial commands, and he 
ash acknowledge himself unpardonably 
‘in that his imperfect discharge of duty 
Srould have antalbd the ‘present calamity 
of drought upon the province, whilst, in 
addition, ‘his failure to wort the measires 
ich are requisite has evoked the present 
Imanifesiationof discontent, Hensvertheless 
trusts to the discriminating consideration 
of the Sacred One forimmunity from severe 
chastisement. Tn pursuance of the earnest 
exhortations addressed to him by. h 
Sovereign, he can promise that where ho 
in fault he will amend, snd where the 
charges alleged are groundless he will exert 
himself even more strenuously thap before. 
He proceads to oxcalpato himaolf from tho 
accusations brought against him of wilfully 
ignoring tho oxtont of the calamity that has 
befallen the province, of neglecting to make 
proper provision for relief, and of surround: 
ing “himself with an armed force for hit 
personal security.—For rescript, accepting 
the explanations tendered, see’ Guzefie of 
November 26th, 

(2) Ina postscript to the foregoing report, 
the Goverzior of Shonsi rebuts the nccasa” 
tion brought by an anonymous memorialist 
against the Liettenant-Governor and Finan- 
cial Commissioner of the province, Tsiang 
Ning-hioh, who had been represented as 
old and infirm, and invisible for six months 
at a time to his subordinates, It was 
farther represented that in respect of his 
pliblic functions he is entirely guided by 
an employé named Fi, who turns to profit~ 
able account the designs of intriguers for 
advancement, ‘The Governor denies the 
trath of each of these allegations —For 
rescript, see Gazette of Nov. 26th. 

Dee. 12th.—(1). A Decree. In view of 
the wide extent of country in the province 
of Honan which inaffected by the prevailing 
calamity of drought, We command that the 
‘Vice. President of the Boardof Punishments, 
Yitan Pao-héng, do proceed to that province 
to assist in tho administration of relief.

The affairs 
connected with the goverament of Fubkien 
are of imporianos, Lat him, therefore, Te- 
turn without delay to his post, 80 soon ag 
his recovery is accomplished, to the end 
that the functions incumbent upon him 
muay be duly discharged.

The memo- 
rialist was at first unable to account for 
‘this fact ; but he has learnt that the offi- 
ciale depated by the Governor-General of 
Chihli to provide importations of grain 
have actually been buying up stocks in the 
immediate environs of the capital, and 
have even gone so fer as to. purchase 
rice coming {rom the Imperial granaries in 
Poking itself, ‘The quantities finding their 
way into the deslers’ hends are con- 
sequently diminished instead of being in- 
creased, by proceedings which are sub- 
stantially the some as those of dishonest 
regraters of liad. ‘The Gensor urges thet 
be given to Li Hung-chang re- 
pairing him to prohibit the purchasing the 
dian im and around Peking by hie official 
fgents, and alto to a0e that pastes he issued 
at Tientsin on behalf of no other grain than 
that whieh is actually imported by soo. — 
For roseript seo Caretta of Nov. 26th. 

(6) Tan Chung-lin, Governor of Shensi, 
memorializes reporting the various stops he 
hos taken for the provision of aupplics to 
meet the prevailing scarcity in that province. 
He acknowledges the receipt of a Council 
despatch forwarding copy of & decree ianaed 
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‘on the 22nd October, in which » memorial 
submitted by the Governor-General Tso 
‘Tsung-t'ang with reference to the relief of 
istress in Shonsi and Kansuh was for- 
warded for his information. The subject 
in question has already been carefully dis- 
cussed im correspundence between’ the 
memorialist and the Governor-General, 
with his colleague Liu ‘Tien, and in 
addition to the amounts set aside 
from the provincial treasury, the sum of 
‘Taels 300,000 heretofore borrowed by ‘Tao 
‘Tsung-t'ang has been refunded, to meet 
the expenditure required for the purchase 
of grain, ‘The scarcity prevailing gen- 
erally throughout the province is such 
that it has been necessary to. look 
beyond its limits for supplies, and pur- 
chasct hare boon made both at Paot'ow 
Chén, on the north, and from Hupsh and 
Hunan in the south. The difficulty and 
coat of transport have, however, boon 
fggrarated by the drought, ‘which has 

juced the waters of the river Siang to @ 
very low state, the river Han falling, to 
such an extent as to be fordable by pss- 
sangers on foot, and the river Tan having 
become wholly unnavignble. Officials hare 
consequently been sent to Fan Oh'éa to 
make an experiment im the way of land- 
transport by cart to T'ung-kwan, If this 
succeeds, it will be proceeded with on a 
large scsle. Contributions are being raised 
‘among the notables of the province, to 
provide further means for the purchase of 
supplies, and relief-sgencies have been sot 
on foot at the provincial capital for the dis- 
tribution of food. An azeurate enumeration 
of the individuals requiring relief is re- 
cognized ss a point of primary importance, 
in order to the prevention of fraud. Some 
30,000 individuals are already being sup- 
Ported by the seven reliefagencies in 
working cnder at the provineal etn 
Rain hes fallen in sufficient quanti 
certain parts of the province during October 
to enable the winter wheat to be sown, and 
there are hopes of a sufficient farther rain- 
fall to afford a prospect of a apring harvest. 
—Reseript, commanding the Governor to 
omit no measure that is requisite for the 
relief of the prevailing distress. 

Dee, 15th—(1) A decree based upon a 
report presented by the Board of War, on 
tho ponalties adjudged against the High 
Commissioners who are rosponsiblo for 
recommending as “highly distinguished,” 
at tho recent military inspection, two 
officers who have lately beon convicted of 
frauds in connection. with the issue of pay 
to the Ytan-ming-yiian Banner soldiery. 
‘With reference to the High Commissioners 
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in question, namely, tho Imporial * Duko” 
King Show (son-in-law of the Emperor 
‘Tac Kwang), and the Banner commandanta, 
to., Kw'én-ch’ukb-lin-ch'in, Ngan-hing-ah, 
and ‘To-yiin, who were jndged by the 
‘Board of War to have incurred the penalty 
‘of degradation by two steps of rank and 
removal to other employ, it is ordained, 
as an act of special grace, that the 
sentence be substituted of degradstion 
by four steps of rank with retention 
inoffice. At the expiry of eight years, if no 
shortcoming be recorded in the ‘meanwhile 
against them, they may be restored to their 
Iste rank.

simulated. He would premise by observ- 
ing that the evil wrought by opium 
is afact of which, at the outset, almost 
every one was conscious ; and the recogni- 
tion’ of an existing ovil implies the cher 
ing of a hope for the time when the stain 
can be brushed away and the flaw removed. 
In other words, the enemy once clearly 
distinguished as such, he may be over- 
thrown. Since, however, the practice has 
become widely ‘prevalent, that which was 
atone time considered a deadly poison has 
now come to be looked upon asany ordinary 
article of food, such as tea or rice. Habit 
has sanctioned its use, and the right feel- 
ing which loathes and abhors it has well- 
| nigh vanished from existence. Where 
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individuals of the lower orders fall victims 
to the practice, their conduct is bewailed 
by parents, wives, and children, who, in 
cir powerlessness to resist the tendeney 
‘of those belonging to them, lock to the 
action of Government for repression or ex- 
hottation, If, nevertheless, the official 
body itself is found, without ‘distinction of 
persons, to be carried away by tho stream, 
then, whilst those in authority are restrained 
from expressing disepproval by 8 sense of 
their own shortcoming, it is not to be ex- 
seted. that the masses beneath them will 
Bo otherwise than beld and recklose in their 
eonduet. Evan though the exhortations 
that proceed from the loring racic! ot the 
Sacred One bo over 40 earnost, 4 
ill beve evtsbliched iiself "unemailably, 
Your servant would submit that in the 
samo way as whon a man’s ontiro body is 
attacked by discaso, tho frat cbjects te 
which the adminisiretion of romodica must 
Tbe disected are the points of vital im- 
portance, It is by dealing with the in- 
ward organs that the extremities may be 
gradually restored. The official body being 
established ss an example for the people 
genorally, it follows that whilst some 
excuse "may be made on behalf of 
individual members of the population, 
who look [upon prohibitions] as an empty 
form, on tho ground that their trans- 
sion is unintentional and due to 
ignorance; in the case of officials, on the 
other hand, who attsin their advancement 
ch study of the laws, it is a manifest 
duty to ba diligent in upholding their own 
integrity. If, on the contrary, those who 
make a career of the profession of arms 
and those, no less, who choose the study 
of literature as their means of advancement, 
are alike found among the number who 
fall victims to the practice, and who drift 
on without knowing whither they are being 
Tome away, then, indeed, unloss the action 
of the law be set in motion from above, and 
exemplary punishment hofall the few as a 
‘warning fo the many, it were idle to expect 
that admonitions, addrossed though thoy 
might be, daily, to the assombled people of 
the Empire, would be productive of other 
ronol: than provoking tsunts from the 
greater number. 

‘Moreover, oneo deoply impregnated with 
the poison cf opium, it must infallibly be 
‘the caso that [tho ‘ictim's] resolution is 
undermined, and his physical sirength 
abated, His every action bocomes degraded, 
and he suffers injury without end.” When 
me ‘Majesty has uct disisinod, in his desire

ition, wore his servanta to shrink through.

to tho rank of Prefect as first incumbent 
of the new office. It is proposed, addition- 
ally, in order to remove the’ objection 
pointed out by the Board, that the 
sub-Prefecture of Féng-hwa be converted 
into a district, the incumbent having at

When to this comes 
to be added the number who are placed on 
the roster through patronage (recommenda- 
tion), purchase, and acceleration of nomina- 
tion ‘or selection, the result is that from 
ton to twonty yenm in tho time required to 
obtain appointment to a given post. This 
is the case even in connection with the 
Board of Civil Office, where appointment 
goos by selection. It follows, consequently, 
that the candidate whose name is recorded 
in the prime of life is a groyboard before 
he attains to subordinate office, ond has 
one foot in the grave before he rises to a 
superior post. The memorialist recur im 
terms of approval to the system in forco 
under the T’ang and Sung dynasties, when 
graduates at the literary examinations were 
appointed forthwith to subordinate civilian 
offices, in which they hed an opportunity 
of familiarizing thomeeclves with public 
duties and gaining an insight into matters 
which conesrn the popular interest. Tha 
example of antiquity is one which apecilly 
commends iteelf to the lettered clan; an 
the advantage of bringing officials into im- 
imediaia contact with the affair of the peoplo 
is clear. Graduates of the tsinshe clas, 
who receive nominations to metropolitan 
rank, are allowed to exchango thes for 
positions as district Magistrate ; and those 
who are placed upon the roster to await 
selection at Poking are also permitted to 
apply, in lieu of this, to be allotted to 
provincial atafla forthwith. Tt is only in 
tho caso of the Hanlin Bachelors nominated 
to secrotaryships of the Boards, that no 
modification has heretofore beensanctioned 5 
and it is requested that the desirability of 
introducing a chango in this respect may 
bo talzen into comsideration.—Roforred by 
roroript to tho Board of Civil Oifico for 
report.

Liu Kw’én-yih, Governor-General of the 
‘Two Kwang, ets., has reported the follow- 
ing remittances to: Peking, viz :—On acooant 
of the buildings of the Grand Tablet Hall 
at the Imperial Mausoles, Tis. 20,000 ; on 
account of the Mansolea in course of con- 
struction for the Empresses Regent, Tis. 
40,000; on account of the supplios for the 
pay of the troops, etc., at the capital, Tis. 
40,000; on account of the reserve fund of 
tho Board of Revenue, Ts. 40,000 ; and on 
account of the Mausoleum ‘of the late 
Emperor, Tis. 20,000, 

(DL Hunpchang, Govemor General 
of Chihli, etc., memorializes reporting the 
amounts ‘which have been raised as con- 
tributions toward the requirements of 
faminerelief in that, province, under the 
regulations to which the Imperial sanction 
haa been given. ‘The contributions collected 
up to the end of April last have already 
been reported (seo Gazette of Tune 30th, 
1877) ; and tho following statement now 
remains to be made of the smounts 
additionally collected, viz, in silver, 
‘Tha. 59,116.4.0.1., in Tiontsin nominal cash, 
computed a:3,500 porTadl, Ma, 11,758.9.9.85 
in maizo, pls. 5,690.5.4,, equivalent, st tho 
rato of Ti, 1.8 per picul, fo Ts. 10,115.1.8.05 
in Barbadoos’ millet, pls. 711.1.6.5., equiv- 
alent, at tho rato of Tl. 1.6 por picul, to 
TWs. 1,066.7.4.7. Tho aggregate amount is 

175,050.2.6.5 (in ‘addition to tho 
Tis, 214,044.7 collecied to the ead of April); 
and the whole is accounted for under she 
head of contributions supplied to meet the 
requirements of the famine expenditare 
dating from 1876. Lists of the contributors 
are submitted, with requests for the issue 
of appropriate rewards. 

(2) Although not yet published in the 
offical Gazette, the memorial reporting the 
advance of the Chinese expeditionary force 
toKuché in Kashgaria, to which the Decres 

wublished on the 4th instant relates, 
is included here, in order to bring it with 
in the record of the current year. It is as 
follows 

Tso ‘Tsung-tiang, Governor-General of 
Kansuh, éc., Generalissimo for’ the esm- 
paign in Turkestan, memorializes reporting 
the advance of the army for the reconquest 
of Kashgaria (Sin Kiang Nan. iat), tha 
redoenpation of Karashdr and Knohé, and 
tho farther pnzauit of the enemy with the 
object of effecting the capture of the city 
of Aksu, in addition to which the measures 
taken with reference to the communicstions 
inthe rear are likewiso sot forth. Having 
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received some time ago, in answer to a 
memorial presented, the Imperial commands 
directing him, in accordance with his pro- 
posal that an advance should be made with 
the first commencement of autumn (i.e., 
about the middle of August), when 
supplies should have been brought up in 
suflicient quantity, to give the requisite 
orders to this effect, instructions were 
accordingly issued to the various divisional 
commanders, A report has now come to 
hand from Liu Kin-t'sng, Teotai of the Si- 
ning Intendaney in Kansuh, decorated vith 
the order of the Bat'ur’ with the title 
Fafulingah, o brevet Financial Commis- 
sioner, and Commander-in-chief of the army 
in the field, stating as follows :— 

“On the 25th August, General T'ang 
Jén-ho was sent forward from T’oksun, as 
a preliminary step to occupy Subashi and 
‘Agha Bulé; and on tho 7th September, the 
Brigide-Generals Tung Fub-tiang “and 
Chang Trin were deapatched at the head of 
thres ying of infantry (probably about 1,200 
to 1,500 mon in all) to advance by way of 
Agha Bul, Sang-shu Yian (mulberry 
garden), Kumush, ¥i-shu Kow(elm ravine), 
Sing Sing Tazo, and Usha Tal, with instruc. 
tion to construct fortified posts, and to halton 
resching K’Whwei, Gonoral Chang Ch'un- 
fh, in addition, was ordored to make his way 
with the force under his command by the 
footpaths along the Ila lake to rendezvous 
with Chang Twin at K't-hwei, Both these 
detachments were io haul supplice of fuel 
with them, and to open out watering: placer 
Inaking preparations stage by atage for the 
progres of “che main ody of the any. 

the 27th September, Liu Kin-t'ang gave 
orders for a general advance of the infantry 
column along the mainroad, proceeding 
himself by the bye-paths at the head of 
the cavalry, and on the 2nd October the 
entire force had reached the rendezvous at 
Kiti-hwei. It was ascertained that on the 
ath September a body of the enemy's 
horse, about a hundred strong, 
approsched the plave, and. en soe 
the array of our troops had tum 
tail and dashed avay. On the 3rd 
October, Generals Yu Hu-ngén and Hwang 
Wan-ping, at the head of | fourteen 
ying (say about 6,000 men) of horse and 
foot, marching by way of Usha Tal, skirted 
Take Bosteng, and advanced westwards, 
leaving Kurlé behind them, with the object 
of serving aa 4 flanking force: whilst thommain 

sdvanced on the 5th Octobar, headed 
by Liu Kingtang, along the high road in 
the direction of the river K’si-ta (Kaidu.) 
The sources of this river descend from the 
slopae of the Tien Shan, their eombinod 
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volume flowing southwanily between Kurlé 
and Karashér, and falling eventually 
into Laks Bosteng. This is the sheet of

‘Hu had dammed up the course of the river 
Koidw from the'west bank near Karashar, 
in order to obstrtet tha advance of the 
army, the Jnundation thus  cceasoned

‘On this being reached by Liu Kin-t'ang’s 
forces, he sent cavalry forward to try the 
depth, when it was found that in the 
deepest parts the water was over 4 man’s 
head, and that even in the shallowost it 
came up to the horses’ cruppers. On tho 
following day, abandoning the lake road, 
‘the force advanced in the direction of tho 
alkaline plains, until, after marching 60 or 
70 li, its progreaa was barred by a stream, 
the ‘dope of which waa found to bo 
chang and upwards. Tho troops wore 
ordered to swim acrors, and tho winding 
track Ieading toward tho alkaline plains 
was again followed. A maroh of about 120 
1; brought the troops to tho east banlk of the 
river Kaida, where five ying of horso and 
foot were detailed to construct » bridge and 
damm to atop the flow of tho waters from 
the upper course of the stream, and a car 
road was constructed along the trick fol- 
lowed in crossing the alkaline plains. On 
the ith October (ée., only two days alter 
leaving the first rendezvous at Kiu-hwei), 
Lin Kin-t'ang entered the city of Karashar, 
where he found the place flooded to a depth 
of several ch'ih, official residences and 
rivate dwellings having alike been utterly 
jeatroyed, and the Turki-Mussulman. popu- 
lation having een compelled by, Bayen 
Hu to follow the morements of his force. 
The few remnants of the people left behind 
had taken refuge in the mountains, and 
were afraid to come forth. Lin Kin-t’ang 
ordered the Mongol noble Cha-hi-télksh to 
move up as quickly as Possible, some 
hundreds of the families of his tribe, in 
order to oscupy thi point on the ling 
of march, and on the 8th he advanced 
with tome Mongol guides ta sound the 
depth of the river. Tho expedition 
crossed to the other side in light march- 
ing onder, swopt_ down by the ourront 
in ite fow, and found the eountry un. 
inhabited, all tho dwollings having been 
burnt down. On tho Oth October tho 
‘Karka Aman ravine was crossed, and the 
advanced guard of cavalry now suddenly 
camo across a band of some hundred of, 
tho enemy's horse, which made a dash 
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obliquely in front of them, The cavalry 
pursed them at full speed, and captured 
and beheaded some 10 or 16 on the spot, 
bringing in two prisoners live. ‘Thoss 
men were dressed in the costume of the 
Kokandis (lit., the barbarians of Ngan, i.¢.y 
Andijan), but they tamed out to be Shenst 
Mfustuimans. ‘Their statement was to tho 
offect that, so soon as the autumn cropa had 
beon got’ in, Bayen Hu had compelled 
tho Tucki inhabitants to collect the whole 
of the produce at Kuché. On. receiving 
news of the advance of the invading force, 
he required the whole population to fall 
back with him, and the timidity of thesa 
people is such that they did not venture to 
i iscommand. ‘Tho prisoners them- 
selves had been sent out as scouts, On 
their examination being conctnded, they 
were forthwith beheaded. In the course 
of this day, the fores under Gonersl ¥ii- 
ngén and his associate also came up by a 
tide road and entored the town of Kurs, 
which was found a mere dosert wasto sur- 
rounded by ite walls, without a sign of 
inhabitants. The supplies for the march 
being exhsusted, and the cart and camel 
train from the rear not having come up, 
no provisions were forthooming for the 
troops, bub on the soldiers being set to 
work by Lin Kin-ang to dig in search of 
buried “stores, several. tens of thousand 
catties! weight were discovered. Supplies 
were at the same time ordered up with all 
speed from the depéts in the rear, and 
oficial were at the same time appointed 
to gather in the refugee Mussulman 
portation. ‘Tho nore isan outlino of the 
facts connected with the rodecupation of 
Karashér and Kurlé on tho 7th and 9th 




















October. 
‘Having ascertained that the rebel leader 
Bayen Ho, on finding that the Turki popula. 


tion in the neighbourhood of Ts’édsyar and 
‘Yangi-Sar, together withthe Museulmanim- 
migrants from Urumtsi and Turfan, had not 
completely abandoned this tract of country, 
but had returned to Yangi-Sar to carry 
off the inhabitants by force, Liu Kin-t’ang 
chose a body of troops consisting of 1,500 
picked men of the infantry and 1,000 of his 
most efficient horsomen, af tha head of whom. 
he pushed on in advance of the army, 
leaving the Taotai Lo Ch’ang-yeo to follow 
in command of the remainder of the forco 
and bringing up tho ‘train, 
march of 170 li he rosched Kuroh’s 
16th Octobor, and s march of 160 
following day brought him to Teédayar, 
‘Horo he learnt that within the last day or 
two Bayen Hu had driven off the whole of 
the ‘Turki population from Yangi-Sar 
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towards Bagar, He at once gave orders to 
the leading squsdron to cook some food, 
and setting oul at the second watch (about 
9 p.m.), he marched a distance of 80 [i to 








Yangi- Here nothing was to be soon. 
but the shied up with the flames of 
barning ‘without a sign or sound 
of life; and it was plain thet the rebels, 





on evacunting the place, hed applied 
the torch in all directions. ‘The troops 
of the rearguard were set to work to 
arrest the conflagration, and the advance 
was continued with the leading squadron 
until, after marching = distance of 100 li, 
Bugar was reached. It was now about 
noon, and intelligences was received to the 
offect that a force of about » thousand of 
the enemy’s horse was drawn up in front 
of tho Mussulman villages. The cavalry 
under Hwang Wan-p'éng advancod to the 
attack, whoroupon the enemy, encouraged 
by the smallnoss of thoir number, rushod 
forward boldly egainst them. They wore 
encountered, however, by ® body of in- 
fantry which advanced under the command 
of Hwang Pab-t’sui, and the horsemen were 
Griven back. Following up this success, 
our troops pursued the retiring enemy, 
Killing and beheading upwards of 100 of 
their number, and taking some ten or a 
dozen prisoners, The pursuit was main- 
tained for a distance of ‘more than 10 Ui to 
the Westward of the place, where a halt 
was called, the troops “aring already 
marched 20 li that day, ‘The prisoners 
Minted that the family of Bayen Ein aaa 
passed through this ten days previously, 
Drcaried. by 2,000 of the eldest of the 
rebels, and that Bayen Hu himself had 
caused the whole of the inhabitants of this 
tract of country, as well as the Chinese 
Mussulmans (Dungans) forced away from 
Urumtsi, Hami, and Turfan, and the 
Mongols’ carried off from Karashér, to 
move on in the direction of Kuché. "The 
Body of horse with which the engagement 
Thad taken place, thoy stated, was the rear- 
guard, of tha rebel for. AY dun on 
(0 16th October* the lending aquadren, 
after o march of 40 ti, came in sight 
‘of a eclumn of horse and foot several 
tens of thoumnds in number, but 
on reconnoitering with glasses, it was 
Perceived that only about a thousand of 
these were armed men. The reteainder 
were a confused throng cavorting 
Pomona or lesding ¢hildren, and site 
carts and oxen, and it was evident that

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these were the captives who had been forced 
away. Liu Kin-t’ang gave the order that all 
witharms in their handsshould be beheaded, 
but that all others should be spared ; 
and causing the advance to be sounded 
immediately, tho combined force marched 
forward. ‘Tho enemy, abandoning the 
column of prisoners, relird, but drew up 
a mile or two further on and offered battle, 
whereupon our trocps charged valiantly 
against them, and the enemy made a hur. 
ned re Camp was pitched this day at 
‘Arpa ’ai, ‘The Mussulman prisoners were 
ant back by Lin Kin-t’ang in charge of an 
officer, to be distributed as might be found 
most feasible in the noighbonrhood_of 
Bugar and Yangi-Sar; and on the 17th Lia 
‘Kin-t’ang marched as far as T’ornai, whence 
ho despatched a body of horse to scour the 
surrounding villagoe and ascortain whethor 
any of tho onomy were still lurking about 
them. Some prisoners wore taken in tho 
act of endeavouring to break from their 
hiding places, and from thom it was aacor- 
tained that Bayen Hu, had on ‘this very 
day fallen back upon Kuché. About ten 
thousand of the Mongols aad Mussulmans 
who had been forced away from their 
homes, were found among these villages, 
and on their imploring mercy, with piteour 
entreatios, Lia Kin-tang assured them of 
‘their safety and bade them have no further 
alarm, At the fourth watch of the same 
night (4, at sbout 2am. of the 18th Octo- 
ber), the march was resumed, and after 
Preceding, a distanco of 30 Ki the force 
found itself at no grest distance from the 
town of Kuehé, ‘The sound of cannon was 
heard, snd on a rapid advance being made, 
the country was seen to be covered with 
several tons of thousands of Turki-Mussul- 
mans in scattered groups. These people 
stated that they were inhabitants of Kuché 
‘who had refused to follow the rebels wost- 
ward. Drawing up his foros in order of 
battle, and placing himself at the head of 
his cavalry in the centre, Lin Kin-t 
favo the order to advance, and an attack 
mado upon both flanks by some 4,000 oF 
5,000cf the enemy's horse was repulsed with 
eonsiderablo loss to the assailants. The 
enemy continued to fight obstinately, how. 
ever, but the infantry under Tan Pah.ta' 
moved up to take part in the fight, and 
whilst the engagement was at the hottest, 
the cavalry and infantry reserve threw 
themselves into the fight, and the enemy 
vere at length thoroughly routed. A close 
pursuit was maintained for 40 Ti end the 
orpoos of the slain Iny thickly, piled along 
the roadside, the number killed amounting 
to not Jess than a thousand or upwards, 
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‘As, from this point westwards, the desert 
has to be crossed, and it is impossible to 
march without carrying supplies of water, 
whilst it was urgently ne to take 
measures for the relief of the Turki-Mussul- 
mans of Kuché, the troops were accordingly 
ordered to fall back upon that place, and 
the population were reassured as to their 

nal safety. ‘The prisoners who had 
taken stated that the leader, who was 
wounded by a ball during the action fought 
this day, was ono of the chiefs of the rebels, 


named Ma-yao-pa Ht fi. Ty 
farther stated that on learning tho near 
spercach of the army, Bayen Hu had in 
the fixst place sent off his family westwards 
under escort, himself bringing ‘up the rear, 
whilst a body of his most desperate adher- 
‘ents was ordered to compel the mass of the 
ulation to follow his line of march, 
When the sdvance’ of our ‘troops made 
itself felt, the Mussulmans refused to go 
any farther; the enemy had begun firing 
upon them, inflicting some loss, just as the 
force came up in strength, causing the 
rebels’ fighting men to abandon their 
prisoners and turn their attention to the 
troops. Tha prisoners, on being asked 
what was the design of Bayen Hu in com- 
pelling the population to follow in his line 
of march, stated that, from what they had 
heard, the plan of the rebels was in the first 
place to deprive the invading force of all 
‘assistance, thus msking farther pursuit a 
work of difficulty, and secondly to ingratiate 
themselves with the new P’a-hia A 3S 
(quoro, basha?) of Kaehgor, Bog

the 19th October, Liu Kin-t’s in 
ct his troops in motion, and by a march of 
180 li, he reached Hoser on the following 
doy. ’ From this point he vent off his report, 
intending next to press on to Bai, with the 
object of advancing thence to reach Aksu, 
and to use his utmost efforts to attack and 


destroy the already beaten enemy. On the 
ta undertaken by General Chang 
‘Yoo for the settlement of matiers in the 


nowly-recovered districts being completed, 
he also would be able to commence his 
march by the third week in October, 

On receipt of the above report, the 
Governor-General Tso proceeds to observe 
that Karashér is one of the Bight 
Cities of the Man Iu (Kashgaria), and 
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‘the Mongol and Musswlman population 
who had been compelled to do suit and 
service to the rebels, contrary to their 
own inclinations, it is neo to insti- 
tute a Board of Administration, which shall 
provide means of subsistence and sup- 
Plics of seod-corn for distribution, and, on 
their returning to their proper homes, allot 
them to occupations in the way of’ agri- 
culture and pastucage. ‘The official body 
to be thus constituted will at the same time, 
attend to the laying out of roads, the con- 
struction of ferry boats, and the establish- 
meat of post-hotises, in order to facilitate the 
movements of tradé and travel, and to ox- 
pedite the trensmission of mails. A dis- 
trict Magistrate snd brevet Sub-Prefect 
named Hwang Ki-yit and a sub-district 
‘Magistrate named Yen Ving-kw'ei have 
een appointed to act a8 commissioners for 
the Board of Reorganization for tho cities 
ef Karashér and Kuché, and have been 
sent forward with a eupely of funds to 
make a beginning with the work. As re. 
gards the country in the neighbourhood of 
Agha Bul, although General Chang Yao 
jhas been written to and requested to at- 
tend to matters there in the course of his 
march, it will be necessary that-an officer 
should he placed in apecial charge of the 
arrangements, and for this purpose the 
Taotai and brevet Financial Commissioner 
Tao Chao-hinng, at prosont in charge 
of the comtnissariat transport department 
st Ku Ching, (Guchon), has been ordered 
to proceed with all despatch to Liu Kine 
Wang's head-quarters, and repost himadlf for 
duty, The Govorncr-Genersl proceeds to 
eulogize the rapidity and success with 
which Lin Kin.tang, in the course of siz 
days, had traversed s distance of 200 li 
from Kurlé, capturing the two citios of 
‘Karashée and Kuché, and dolivoring multi- 
tudes of tho population from tho robel 
yoke, At, Kucht, moreover, as bo ro- 
Ports, provisions and fodder are fortheom- 
ing in abundance, and purchasce are 
‘to bo made thero on better terms than ot 
‘Turfon. ‘Thus, not only will the difficulty 
and cost of Gausport be obviated, but 
delays will alao be avoided, greatly to the 
advantage of the operations in hand. The 
Governor-General solicits permission to 
submit lists of recommendation for pro- 
motion and honours, and concludes with 
an enumeration of the officers who have 
‘been killed in action, on whose behalf he 
requests the customary posthumous re- 
wards.—Rescript published in Gazette of 
4th Decomber, 1877.
